Sir, —I have the honor to sobmit, for the information and orders 
of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces, the 
Annual Report on the working of the Provincial Museum for the year 
ending 31st March 1903* 

2 . Committee of Management, — ^The vacancy left on the Com¬ 
mittee by the death of Mr. M. J. White, late Principal of the Canning 
College, Lucknow, was filled up during the year by the appointment of 
Mr. A. H. Pirio as member in his place. The office of-President 
was held by Mr. J. B, Thomson, I.C,S., till November last, when Mr. 
L. A. S. Porter, I.C.S., succeeded him as Commissioner of the Lucknow 
Division. The duties of the Secretary were performed by me thurough- 
out the year. 

One Committee meeting was held during the year, all business of an 
ordinany nature being carried on by oircutatmg the papers, 

3. Two casualties occurred during the year among 
the subordinate establishment of the Museum; the Botanical Collector 
and a chapr^si died of plague in February last. 

4. Buildings,—The refiooring of the rooms in the Ldl B^radari 
building, which was commenced in December 1901, was vigorously carried 
on during the earlier months of the year under report, tS. the work was 
completely finished m November last. With a substantial flooring of 
bricks the rooms on the first floor of this building are now less exposed 
to the attack of white ants which infested the old wooden ffoors; 
w'hilst an increased number of pavement lights built into the brick floor 
has greatly improved the ooniOtion of the rooms below, which hitherto 
suffered from deficient light. During the progress of repairs, visitors 
were admitted only into parts of the Museum tul towards the end, w hen 
it had to be closed for nearly three months to enable the workmen to 
finish their work before the commencement of the cold season. In June 
last, when the dismantling of the roofs was in progress, exhibits of the 
value of Rs, 106-8*0 were found missing from a show-ease which hod been 
kept aside with several others in an a^oining room. As this room was 
not accessible to the public, the inference was that the articles had b^ji 
stolen by one of the workmen who tampered with the case in the quiet 
hours of midday rest. The police investigated the matter, but the 
theft could not be traced to anybody. The loss which the Museuni thus 
suffer^ during the repairs to the building was duly reported to Govem- 
tneni in July last.

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Of this total, 326 articles were acfiuirod by puichose, 3 were collected by 
Mr. William Jesse, member of the Manogmg Committee, apd 340 were 
See ppenoix coatributed by various iivstitutioDs and itMiividuals.^ Detailed lists of 
the acquisitions are given in the Deputy Curator’s monthly reports 
which arc published with the proceedings of the Committee. 

6 . Bi story Seofion —The new spoeiraens include three 
birds and a chicken of monstrous birth, one rock snake, and two insects. 
This section of the Museum was deprived, for a greater portion of the 
year, of the care and attention which Air. Jesse bestowed on it owing 
to that gentleman’s proceeding to Europe on long leave in December 
190L li the tasidermlst had not many skins to prepare durmg the 
year, his time was fully taken up by the existing collection which 
required constant looking after during the period the building was under 
repair. 

7. Art Secfwn.—Important additions were made to this section 
during the year. The opportunity was taken to visit the Exhibition of 
Indian Art Manufactures held at Delhi in connectioa with the Coronation 
Darbiir and to make a selection of specimens for t he Museum. Exh ibits 
of the value of Es. 382 wore bought at Delhi which, with other acquisitions 
of the year, comprise old bldri and damascened ware; ornamental brass- 
ware trom Jaipur, Persia ; Tanjore metalwork ; Moradabad metalware ; 
silverware (Cutch work) ; inlaid and painted wood ware from Jullundar ; 
papier mdch€ work by Eashmlr workmen ; carved sandal wood from 
Mysore; carved Ivory { v izagapatJim work); wood carving from Sah^ranpur; 
musical instruments from Lucknow ; embroidery from Bukluira, Kashmir, 
Ludhiilna, Haaira, FLVwalpindi, Agra, and Lucknow; curtains from 
Saudila in Oudh. The most valuable acquisition of the year is a finely 
carved doorway with dooi'S in shisKam wood (Daiberyia- st'ijool 
executed by Sahdranpur workmen under the supervision of the Municipal 
Bimrd ; it measures IP 3F X 7' 5''and fills one of the ceutial arches in the 
Liil BAradari building.' At the request of the Exhibition authorities 
the doorway was in the first instance exhibited at Delhi, whence it was 
transmitted to Lucknow at the close of tho Exhibition. 

3 . Artwat^ Sale Bep&i. — To make the existence of tho dep 6 t 
more widely known among visitors to Lucknow, printed notices setting 
forth the quality of articles sold at the Museum were posted at 
prominent places In the city. The sales of the year amounted to 
Rs. 961 — a figure which was never attainnd since the inception of the 
depbt in 1897. This result has been mainly due to an influx of a large 
iimiiler of European visitors to the station at the' close of the Deliri 
Darbir. An effort was made during my short visit to Delhi to induce 
some of the art manufacturers of the United Provinces to contribute 
to the stock of the sale-room attached to the Museum. Several of them 
seemed to realiiie the advantages offered by the institution, but so far 
only one of them, a wood carver of SahAranpur, has actually profited by 
it by sending articles which found ready purchasers at Lucknow. The 
stock of the dep 6 t includes a variety of wares produced in the United 
Provinces, but the kinds which are most in demand are Lucknow 
clav toys, pottery, and tjfdr/ware ; Khurja (Bulandshahr) pottery ; 
Moradabad metalware ; and Benares brassware The year's sales Drought 
in a profit of Es. 58. 

9. Archmoloyical Stctlon . —This important section of the Museum 
occupies the rooms on the ground floor of the LAI Biiradari building 
.some of which not only suffered from ineufticieut light, but were over* 
crowded with stone sculptures received in tho Museum from time to time. 
As has been mentioned in a preceding paragraph, much improvement 
lias been effected by the use ot a series oi pavement lights in the ceilings, 
whilst the crow'deu state of the rooms has been remedied by rearranging 
the sculptures on projierly oonstructed stands of masonry w'ork in rows 
and around the pillars which support tho girders. The acquisitiouB 
of the year ootupnse a atoue image of a goddess from Kosam-Grarhwa 
in the Allahabad district, the supposed site of the ancient Kaukdnibl of

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BoddhUFt legend; an inseril^ed brick from Sankisa In the Etah district; 
and a braaa seal of AJamglr BEidehdh (Aurangzeb, 165S —1707 A. IX) 
discovered by young children in a house at 3'adatganj in Lucknow. At 
the inatauce oi the Director-General of Areheeology the stone im^e 
has been rescued from abstraction by the people of Eosam-Garhwa, who 
had carried it to some d:atauco from the ruins with a view to instal it as 
a village deity. The inscription on the brick from Sankisa is sunk in 
characters of the Asoka period and purports to be the record of a 
votive offering or donation from a sandalwood merchant named Kudiha 

The brass seal of Alamgir is in perfect 
presenation and is a 6ae specimen of seal-engraving as practised by 
Muhammadan artisans of the seventeenth century A-D. 

10 . Numismatic i^cc^ion.—^Three hundred and thirty new coins 
were added to the Museum cabinet, viz. three gold, 309 silver,and 18 copper. 
Of these, two gold and 158 silver coins were contributed by the Government 
of the United Provinces; one gold and one silver, and four oopper 'were pre» 
seated respectively by the Bombay Branch of the Rt> 3 'al Asiatic Society 
and a private donor; and 150 silver and 14 copper were purchased from 
funds supplied by the Director-General of Archmology in India. The 
gold coins Include two of Srimad Muhammad bin Sam and one of Sri 
Frat&pa Deva Riya of the Vijayanagar dyi asty, Southern India. The 
Sliver series comprises mostly coins of the Mughal Emperors from Akbat 
to Shah Alam II, with coins of the Muhammadan rulers of Persia, 
Afghinist&n, Herdt, Kdsbgar, Khokand, Kashmir, and Oudh, including 
specimens of Sassanian, JjniTdni, and Sikh coins. The copper coins, 
though few in number, include several of the Gi'mco-Baetrian and 
Scythic Kings of India, viz, Antialhides, Apollodotus, Menander, 
Hernimus, Axes, Spalagadames, Goudopbares, Ze ionises, Xadphises, 
Kanishka, and Huvishka. Nine silver corns were sold during the year, 
the proceeda of sale being paid into the Treasury as Museum receipte. 

The pi-oceediugs of the Coin Committee as reported by Sir. Barn, 
I.C.S., Secretary to the Committee, are embodied in the following para¬ 
graph. 

11 . (i) The members in India at the commencement of the year 
were Messrs, Hooper, Wright, and Delmerick and Major Vost. Mr. 
G. B. Bleaxbj, Assistant Accountant-General, joined the Committee 
in November 1902, and Mr, Burn was Secretary throughout the year, 

(li) A rough list of jiart of the Mughal copper coins w’as made; 
but these coins could not be completely catalogued as the members have 
few opportunities'of visiting Lm^now, and the Museum Committee was 
unwilling to allow cobs to be sent away from the cabinet. 

(iii‘ Twenty-nine case.s of treasure-trove were reported relating to 
1,704 coins, of which 1,649 were esamined by the Secretary. The classes 
to which the coins esambed belonged are shown below ;—

(vl) On the recommendation of the Committee, 16 Gr^co-Bactrian 
and Indo-Scythian coins, and 148 silver coins (Mughal, Kashmir, Sikh, 
and miacellanacms Muhammadan) were purchased from private collector a. 
Two other lots of coins were offered for purchase, but were not bought 
as the price could not be settled. ^ 

13. Eihnolugy . — An iiitoreating addition to the collection of eth¬ 
nological objects is a graduated series of sis wooden bowls made by the 
lUjis of Asbot, an aboriginal tribe inhabiting the eastern parts of 
Kuinaun, who are identified with the BiSjyo Kirdtas of the Parfiiias, 
The bowls have been presented by Pandit Ganga Pat Upreti, Deputy 
Collector {retired), Almora. 

13 ^onomic Section. —Thirty-two new* specimens were added to 
the collection of Economic Products, oir., fiiod substances 30, oils and 
oilseeds 1, and medicinal products L Food substances of a perishable 
nature, e.g. fruits and vegetables, had been hitherto either exhibited hi 
models or excluded from the collection. An attempt has been made to

The addition to the collection of a sample of bilalkund {Ptteraria 
tuberosa) from Lalitpur deserves special mention, since the shrub yield¬ 
ing this huge yam-like tuber is noticed in Watts' Dictionary of Economic 
Products only as a native of Western Himalaya aod the hills . f Southern 
India and Orissa. The tuber is employed as an article of food in the 
Puiijiib. Its extensive cultivation in districts exposed to drought may 
yield food for the pflor during years of bed harvest and scarcity, 

14. Ficture Gallery. —An importnat acquisition of the year is n 
portrait of the late Sir Hemy Lawrence, K.C.B., presented to the Museum 
by his daughter, Mrs. Hart, Sedbergh, Wimbledon. England. 

15 Two hundred and thitty-nine additiona were made 

to the Keference Library, books 52 in 71 volumes ; reports, bulletins, 
etc , 79 : journals and perknlical publications 88 catalcgues and lists 19 ; 

one set of diawings. Of the total additions, 77 items were purchased 
from Ititids allotted for the Librory in the IMuseum Budget, the others 
being teoeiyed coiitnbutinQs from various Governme^rit instilutLong^ 
learned societies, and Individuals. The number of original works added 
to the Library du; lug the year oomprise mostly works on natural history, 
the^indpstrial arts, and ancient Indian literature. As usual the Libiaty* 
was used by a large uumfaer of young students of the station, of whom 
fiOS have left their signatures in a register kept for tlio purpose. 

16. Cases and Furmiure.—Quo show-case wrs added to the Art 
Section, a portion of the amount allotted iW new cases being spent on 
locks, fitting, and timber for cases w*hich are in course of construction. 

U The total number of visitors amounted to 105,083, 

inoludmg 334 parda-tjaskin women, who were admitted on the 15th day 
<jt every month. These figures show a considerable falling off from the 
normal attendance of previous years, which is accounted for by the fact 
that owing to the extensive repairs which the building underwent, for four 
tuontlis of the year (April to July) only parts of the Museum were 
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accessible to the publicj while for three months (August to October) it 
was closed altogether The largest attendance on any single day was 
on the 15th November ld02j the day of the Hicaa hawing festival 
Kdritilct pdrnimaf when it rose to 11,2S0. The daily averts of visitors 
for the year was 939. 

See Appendix Finaneeg ,—The receipts of the year, derived partly by muni- 

A. cipal contributions and partly by sale of old matting, stores, Ac., amounted 

to Bs. 276, and the expenditure to Rs. 9,508. Deducting the total 
receipts from the total expenditure, the net cost to Government for main¬ 
taining the institution during the year amounts to Bs. 9,232, 

19. Before concluding this report I feel it incumbent on me to 
iDontioii the spirit of active co-operation which the District Engineer, 
Captain S. D^A. Crookshank, B.E., displayed on all occasions when his 
assistance was needed in setting the rooms in order after the repairs. 
The work of re-roofing the rooms on the ground floor of the Museum 
without disturbing the arrangemont of some of the fixed sculptures in 
them was one ot didiculty and trouble. It was skilfully managed by 
the men working under his orders, while the no less arduous task of 
cleaning, checking, and re-arranging the exhibits on an improved plan 
after the repairs was cheerfully borne by the office hands of the Museum.

SiR-'I HAVE the honoar to submit for the inforuiatioE and orders of His 
Honour the lioutenant-Governor of the United Provinces the annual report on 
the workiiw of the Provincial Museum for the year ending 31st March 1904. 

2. of Managements —Consequent on the departure from Luck-, 
now of Mr. G, T. Spaukie, BarrUtersatdaw, the place which that gentlenian filled 
on the Committee as a member became vacaut ;Mr. A, W. Ward, B. A., Profeaaor, 
Canning College, Lucknow, has been appohited to it, while Qasi Ali Ahmad 
Mahmud Aleh of Budaun has been appointed an ordinary member of the Museum 
Committee. The office of the President was held by Mr. L, A. S. Potter, I.C,S., 
from April to October last when he was succeeded by Mr, Percy Gray, I.C.S., 
who continued in office till the end of the year. The Secretary's duties wore con¬ 
ducted by me throughout the year. The Committee Held only two meetiugs during 
the year: one in September 1903 and one in March 1904, there being do business 
of any importance to traosact during the other months. 

3. Buildings ,—Besides some nunor improvements effected in the drainage 
of the place about the Gulistan-i-Eram building, Venetian shutters were provided 
for the doors and windows of the Picture Gallery and the Library which are located 
in this building. As the exhibits in the Picture Gallery hitherto suffered from 
excessive light the shutters have supplied a distmct want. 

4. ifasfittTu.—The total acquisitions of the year number 4,313 specimens 
which are distributed under the foil ow'ing sections of the museum:—.

Out of this number 3,890 wore acquired by purchase, 41 were collected by 
Mr, Jesse, a member of the Managing Committee, and 383 were contributed 
by institutions and indmdiials whose names appear in Appendix B. Detailed 
lists of the acquisitions are given in the monthly reports which will be published 
with the pTOCcedings of theConmuttee, 

5, Natural History Section ,—^Importautadditions w'ere made to this section 
by the«purcha&B during the year of the entire collection of birds’ eggs formed by 
the late Mr. George Reid, some time member of the Museum Committee. 
The collection includes 1,346 eggs comprising 244 species, all entered in two 
volumes of a nianuscript catalogue compiled by its late owner. The other 
acquisitions include one snake {Eryz ;oA«u) and 41 skins of birds collected by 
Mr. Je^; a mounted buatard{^l«jwd{itis cdusardst), presented by Mr. J. B. Thom¬ 
son, 1. C. S., Lucknow, and one chameleon (C. and two mammals 

purchased from the museum funds. The latter include a leopard mrdtts) 

and a spotted doer (Cefinis axis) mounted W Messrs Rowland Ward of London. 
In May 1903 the taxidermist accompanied Mi*. Jesse in a trip to Kalpi for collect¬ 
ing simoimens for the museum- He skinned 41 birds during the year, the greater 
portion of his lime Leiug spent in examining the numerous collection of skins, 
heads and horns in the Natural Hiatoi y Section. 
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G, Art S&dion .—Twenty spcctmetDa of artware were added by purch^e 
during the year* They ctunpriae old muaical instrumenta (a swJider&fn^and ft 
Burmese harp), old ^if/rmare and braasware. cotton prints from Jahangirab^ m 
the Bulandshabr district, Kashmir embroidery, and glass engraving of local 
manufacture. , 

7. Arizvare Dep6t .—The working of the Artware DepOt was attend^ wi*h 
unprecedented success during the year, the sales Amounting to Rs. 1,0B5 which has 
even osceeded the amount realused last year when inorea^ sales were attributed 
to the event of the Delhi Darbdr which brought In a large number of ^dsitora 
to Lucknow, The deiXJt has now been in existence for nearly seven years. 
Although its progress during the whole of this period has not been one of uniform 
Bucceiis, it has steadily maintained its character of a supplier of some of the best 
kinds of artware produced in the United Provinces. The difficulty which the ^ 
insidtution ban to contend with is the reluctance on the part of the smaller artisans or 
manufacturers to contribute to the stock of the dep&t. Being slow' to realize the 
importance of a wide advertisement to their go<i^, they prefer sellmg the few 
things they turn out at a time to local ettstomers to sending them to the museum 
on the chance of a sale. The hgures now reported embrace only the well-known 
manufactures of Benares, Morada^d, Bulandsbahr and Lucknow, and do not 
include the various artwares pivdiiced at such centres of industries as Agra, 
Aligarh, Farrukhabad, Mainpurl and Mirzapur. 

8. Archmlogff. —Twenty-four pieces of eculptiire representing three 
distinct forms of religious worship—Hindu, Buddhist and Jaina—were acquired for 
the museum by the Director-General of Arcbsoology, They were found at different 
spots in the vicinity of the moderu city of Benares and collected in the compound 
of the Queen’s College whence they have been transferred to the museum. Tim 
sculptures include five complete mwes or groups of images of gods and 
goddesses, two domical portions of Budwist chait^as or votive stupas, and two 
inscribed slabs of stone, besides a number of fragments of Jaina images and temple 
ornaments. A seated Bgure of Buddha in the attitude of teaching, the image of 
a three-headed goddess or the consort of Siva the Terrible, a group of the eight 
iaitis or Divine Mothers and part of a votive stupa deserve special meution as 
fine examples of elaborate carving in black stone. To the above collection was 
added during the year four inscribed bases of Jaina images discovered by Dr. Vogel, 
Superintendent, Archseologieal Surv'ey, at Mahoba in the Hanilrpur district of the 
United Provinces.

f). Numismatic Section .—^Two thousand four hundred and sixty-slv coins 
were added to the museum cabinet during the year. The additions comprise 86 
gold, l,7G8 silver, 609 copper, and three billon coins. The largest number of these or 
84 gold, l,67t> eiiverand 583 copper, comprising a fine collection of Mughal coius, 
wore acquired by purchase wdth a special grant irom the Government. This trans¬ 
action has been mentioned in detail by Mr. Burn, Secretary to the Coin Com¬ 
mittee, in his report of the proceedings of the Committee embiMied in the following 
jiaragraph. Besides the valuable cmlection of Mughal coins mentioned above, the 
museum cabinet received during the year : ycld—one muhr of Ghtyas-ud-din Tiigli- 
lak and one padma jauAa of ^uthcru India; silver —33 coins of the Kings of Oudh 
from Giiasl-ud-din Haidar to Wajid Ali Shah, forming a fairly complete series, and 
one coin of Pramathesvarij wife of Siva Sin^ of Assam, 1707 A.D.; copjD<;r—12 
coins of the Kings of Kashmir, 36 of the Pathon Sultans of Delhi, one of Ahmad 
Shah 1 of Gujarat, and 27 ddnit of Akbar; three Ghasnivi coins. One gold, 

one silver, and one copper coin were presented to the cabinet by the Bombay Branch, 
Koyal Aaiatio Society, and 27 ddm$ of Akbar by Mr, H. Nelson Wright, 1. C. S., 
Allahabad. Two hundred and seventeen duplicate coins, mostly rupees of the Mughal 
Emperors, were sold by the tnuseum for their advertised value or Rs. 193, while 
one silver coin was exchanged with a private collector. 

10. Proceedings of the Coin CtanmUiee.^X. The members of the Coin 
Committee throughout the year were Messrs. J, Hooper, C. S. I., H. Nelson Wright, 

C. S. Dohnerick, G. H, Blcazby and Major Vest, Mr. Burn was member oud 
Secretary. 
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II.-^SevcDt^n reports of Treasure Trov-e were dealt with and these referred 
to 987 coins, of which 972 were exanjiued by the Secretary. The coins are classified

The namher of coins revived was smaller than usual, and many of the coins 
acquired for the museum were of common types, but filled up dates which were 
wanting. The following coins appear to be unpublished :— 

(1) Akh<ir. —Dehli, round, llahi 44, mouth Shahryur. 
f2) ii,—iR, Bareli. 

(s) Shah Alam n,—The type of Muhammadabad-Beuares eoins, but 
of the mint Suba Awodh. 

Though unpublished, all of these are known to be represented in other collec¬ 
tions. Amongst the coins acquired which are rare, though published, may be 
mentioned rupees of Shah Jahan of the Bhilsa, tJjiJam and Baulatabad mints (all 
hilitaa in square), and of tife Kabul mint {kalima in two lines). A rupee of the 
same king of the Katak mint bears the dates, 32 regnal year = IGGd Hijrt, though 
Aurangzeh assumed the throne in 1068. 

III. — The purchases of coins for the museum cabinet included 38 copper and 
billon coins classified as ancient (2), Kashmir Mahirijas (13), Ghaznivi (o),Tathans 
(16), miscellaneous (2), and one rupee of Akbor, These were all of known types. 

iy."The most notable event of the year was, however, the acquisition for 
the cabinet of the collection of Mughal coins belonging to Mr. R. W. Ellis. This 
included 84 geld, 1,670 silver, and 533 copper coins, and was acquired by Goveni- 
ment for Rs. 5,000, of which Rs. 4,500 were paid from Provincial revenues, and 
•the balance was met by a grant of Rs. 500 from the Director-General of Archmo- 
legy. By the addition of these coins the museum cabinet now has one of the fini^ 
eoTloetions - of Mughal coins in the world. It is, however, still deficient in the 
Zodiacal gold and silver coins of Jahangir and in small coins and nisars, TJio 
foUowing coins may b© mentioned as especimly rare 
Babar ,—Seven silver coins. 

Ifumayun —Three silver coins. 

Akbar, — A/^. Two coins weighing 7*7 and 5*5 grains respectively. One is 
dated 964 and has no mint, while the other is of the Patch- 
pur mint, but is not dated.

12, Picture aalhry.—A valuable acqusition of the year is an original pamt- 
ing in od of Ghazi-ud-din Haidar, first king of Oudh (A. D. 1814-18-5, muunW 
in a richly-gilt frame measuring 52" x 42". It was purcbai^ from a pnvalo 
owner in the city and is suppoaeif to be an authentic iwrtrait of tbo first king of 
Oiidh by a European artist, named Home, who was argely patronized by royalty. 
A collection of 21 miniatures in ivm-y was presented to the muaeuin by Mr. R. W. 

Elhs, Jubbulpo«. hundred and forty-four additions were nmde to the 

Reference Library, vh, books, 142 in 161 volumes, official reports, bulletins, etc., 99, 
iouruala and aerial publications 85, catalo'ues and lists 15, in»ps 2, nod one 
iet of drawings. OF these, 154 items comprising mostly origmal works were 
added by purchase, while the others were received as donations to the I.ibrary from 
public institutions and private individuals. Among innwr^t and valuable 
additions may bo mentioned 20 volumes of the luternatjonal Sciontihc Senes mul 
11 volumes of the Contemporary Science Series, 17 fasciculi of the Genera In- 
sectorum with plates, by Frofessor Wytsman, publications of the bnnthsouiaii 
Institutiuii, U. S, A., and catalogues of the British Museum, Department uf 
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Natural Hiatory. The Library bos coutiuucd to maint^ii its popularity atooug 
studeuts in the station, of whom nearly a thousand used it during the year. 

14. New Gase$ anrf Furniture.~Oue show-case was added to the Art 
Section to match another oonstrucied during the preceding ^ear. Two £»^, 
pyramidal in design, with arrangements for storing gows for sme in targe cjuantities, 
were added to the sale-room, whUe a large cabinet of elaborate construction was 
added to the ooin«rooiii, 

15. The total number of visitors to the museum as registered by See Appeudut 
the turnstile at the entrance amounted to 122,429, including 1,1 SO parda nwikln C- 
women who were admitted on the I5th day of every month. The total does not 

^ include many visitors who first came to the library or the Picture GoDeiy and 
then entered the museum through a passage which communicates with the Guliatan- 
i-Eram building wherein the Library, the Picture Gallery and the Economic Section 
are locate. The largest atteDdatice on any aingW day was on the 5tb November 
1903 which was the day of the Hindu festival KArttiki Pdmim4 when the attend- 
once rose to 9,345. The daily average of visitors for the year was 388. 

16. Finaflces.—The receipts of the year, derived partly by municipal con- Sm Appendix 
tributions firom Sahdranpur and Hardoi, and partly by sale of duplicate coins and * 
unserviceable stores, amounted to Rs. 390, and the expenditure to Rs. 9,550. 

Deducting the amount of receipts from the total eipeiiditure. the net cost to 
Government for maintauung the museum during the year imder report amounts 

to Rs. 9,160. This amount represents only the regular anmial expenditure of the 
museum and does not include a sum of Ks, 4,500 allotted by the I^cal Government, 
and Ra. 744 allotted by the Gbivernment of India through the Idrector-General of 
Archjeoiogy which were spent on collections of coins and antiquities acquired for 
the institutbn during the year.

Important 
additions were also made to tho natural history section. 

3. Since the close of the year Eabu Ganga Uhar Gangoli haw been 
promoted to the post of curator. Arrangements have also been made 
with tho trustees of the Indian museum by which the superintendent 
of that museum,will inspect tho museum once a year; and the Super¬ 
intendent. archmological survey, Punjab and United Provinces, baa 
been associated with the committee of management. It is to ho 
regretted the accommodation in the museum buadings is too cramped 
for the proper display oPsome of tho exhibits, but there is no imme¬ 
diate prospect of funds being available for an additional building. 

4. The committee held only two meetings during tho year. Kia 
Honour understands, however, most of the business is of a routine 

•nature, and is carried on by tho curator in direct communication with 
the president. 

5. The thanks of Government are due to the contributors men¬ 
tioned in appendix B and to the coin committee.

Sir,— I Lave the honour to submit, for tbo information and orders of His 
* Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of the United Proviucosi the annual report on 
the working of the Provincial Museum for the year ending 31st March 1905. 

2. Committee ojManagement. —During the year under report the follow- 
• ing changes took place in the committee - Mr, William Jesse, M.A„ was trans¬ 
ferred to Meerut as Principal of the Meerut College ; Mr. Ridley, late Superintend¬ 
ent of the Horticultural Gardens, Lucknow, di^ in September last; while Mr, 
Muhammad Raeq, Barrister-at-I^w, resigned his seat on the committee owing to his 
frequent transfers from the station. Two of the vacancies thus created have since 
he^a filled up by the appointment of the following gentlemen as members of com¬ 
mittee :—- 

(1) Mr, W, GoUan, Superintendent, Horticultural Gardens, Lucknow, vice 

Mr. Ridley, deceased, 

(2) Babu Ajit Prasad, M.A,, LLB., Vakil High Court, Lucknow, vice Mr. 

Muhammad Hafiq, resigned, 

Mr. Jesse has now been appointed a-corresponding secretary of the museum. 
The oSice of president was held from March to October 1904 by Mr, A. L, 
Saunders, I.C.S., and from November tiU the end of the year by Mr. G. A. 
Tweedy, I.C.S.; the duties of the seoretary were performed by me throughout the 
year. Three meetings were held during the year in the months of August and 
September 1904 and March 1905. 

3. Bwldings.’—lbe taikhanas m the Gullstdii-i-Erim building, which 
fonns part of the museum, were re-roofed with jack arches carried on ridled stoei 
joists. These underground rooms, which are useful as storehouses, hitherto suffer¬ 
ed firom deficient li^t and want of ventilation. These defects have now b^u 
removod by opening out skylights in the walls and fixing a number of pavement 
lights in the roof, and the rooms have now become serviceable as store-rooms, 
What is now felt as a pressing want is more space for the Archaeologieal seetbu! 
The vaults of the Lai Baradari, wherein that section is now located, are over¬ 
crowded, 

4. Acqmiitions. —^The acquisitions registered during the year number 1,805,

Out of this number G52 were acquired by purchase, 173 were collected by 
Mr . Jesse, and 980 were, received from contributors named in appendix B. 

5. Natural History .—The new specimens include 3 mammals, 81 skins of 
birds and 99 birds’eggs, 4 reptiles, and 2 fish. Notable among these are an Orang¬ 
outang (Simia sat urns) au adult female, the head of a niIyai(Bo$elapktt$ ^reuTOca- 
mefus)and the head of a saw-fish {PrtetU Eysfon), all pre|>ared by Messrs. Murray

Brothers, Taxidermists, Bombay. The horns of the nilgai measure 9" on front, 
7^^ at the circumfereDce tmd from tip to tip, and fall little short of the highest 
measurements recorded of soeh specimens. Usperience shows that in spite of the 
care and attentioii bestowed on the collection of stuffed specimens in the museum 
they do not keep well in the clitnate of Lucknow. Even those prepared tn Europe 
by well-known tasidetmists have shown signs of rapid decay within a few years 
of their importation into this country. They are not only destroyed by insects 
but they become the breeding grounds for these pests which evontually extond 
to other parte of the tuuseum to the detriment of exhibits wliich otherwise would 
be free from their attacks. It is therefore a matter for consideration whether 
it is advisable to spend money in adding to the number of auch specimetis. There 
b in the museum tlte nucleus of an osteological gallery. A systematic expansion 
of this section w^ould probably be of greater service to students of zoology tliau 
a number of stuffed specimens in various stages of discoloration and decay. 

6. Art teclion ,—This section received much atteutiou during the year. < 
An opportunity for selecting typical specimens of artw'are for the museum was 
afford^ by the Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition held at Bombay In Decem¬ 
ber last. Facilitba for making purchases on a large scale were afforded by the 
special grant of Rs. 5,000 made to the museum in the begiuiiing of the year. I 
Vr'as permitted to visit Bombay during the earlier part of the exhibition, and 
purchased exhibits worth about Bs. 1,600 for the museum. They include some 
of the finest products of the art-crafts of India. Among theacqubit.ions of the 
year the following deserve mention : wood-carving from Ahmedabad, Surat, Can- 
nanore, Kashmir and Bijnor ; ivory-carving, tortoise-shell and inlaid work from 
Bombay, Yis!igapatam,Travancore and China ; lacquer-jrainting from Jacobabad and 
Kashmir; inlaid marble and carved alabaster from Agra; repouss^ aiid chased 
work in brass and copper from Jaipur, Kashmir and Lucknow; bronzes and 
cloisaon^ from Japan; silverware frou^ Cutch, Madras and Kashmir * Jaipur 
enamels in gold and silver; cotton prints from Lucknow, Farrukhabad, Muttra, 
Fatehpur, and Tatta in Sindh i embroidered silks from Benares ; woollen rugs 
from Agra and Khairpur In Sindh; a silk cajfpet from Hyderabad (Deccanj; 
and glaz^ pottery from Halla in Sindh. A most valuable addition is a jade 
box exqubitely carved in fforal designs which point to China as the home of 
its production. 

7. Art mare depdl.—The sale of artwares at the museum ou behalf of 

the artizans was again attended with success. The proceeds amounted at tlie 
end of the year to Rg. 1,316, and show a distinct advance on the rmults of 
previous years. While the metal workers of Benare? and Moradabad fully 
realized the utility of the dep&t and maintained it by a regular supply of 
wares, the manufacturers of the Agra marble ware seemed to be quite in¬ 
different to it. When vbiting the latter place in October last with a view 
to collect specimens for the museum, I explained to some of the sculptors the 
advantages which the art ware shop at the museum offered as an outlet for 
their goods. Two of them sent trial conaignmonts towards the close of the 
year and shared in the profits of the sales now reported. Perhaps the firm 
which has reaped the greatest benefit from the museum as an advertising 
medium b that of Kidar Nath Ram Nath and Co., merchants, Lucknow. 

They started business five years ago and now rank as the chief suppliers of 
this class of goods, having been awarded two gold medals at the Delhi aud 
Bombay Exhibitions. 

8. A^vJiceotogg . — Through the courtesy of the Beni Hasan Excavations 
Committee the museum acquired during the year a valuable collection of ancient 
Egyptian pottery, comprbing about 32 pieces, from Abu Kirkas, Upper Egypt. 
They are typical examples of the ceramic ware of the XI — Xll Dynasties 
(2300 B. C.) and XXII-—XXV Dynasties(800 B, C.) and bear a close resemblance 
to the Indian pottery of to-day, At the instance of the Covemmont of India 
^vetiue and Agriculture Department, the Engineer-in-Chief, Ganges Bridge 
Works, Allahabad-Fyzabad Railway, forwarded to the museum an iron tripod 
which bad been dredged out from a depth of 70 feet in tire course of well- 
sinking operations carried on for the railway bridge at Allahabad. It is a 
sacrificial utensil of Buddhbt times as b evidenced ^y an illustration of it in

b stone sculpture of the Oth or 10th century A. D,» found near Buddha Gaya. 
The ruine on the east bank of the Kirat Sigar lake in Mahoba, tn the Hamirpur 
district of the United Provincesj, contributed 19 fragments of Jaina sculpture in black 
stoue; while the excavations made bj Dr. Vogel, Superintendent of theArolueolO' 
gical Survey, during the late cold season at Kasia in the Gorakhpur district, yielded 13 
Indo-Scythian copper coins and a oolleetiou of terra cotta objects to the museum. 
The latter include an mseribed imago of Buddha of the 5tb century A. U., 36 
entire and 128 fragments of carved bricks and GO inscribed clay seals, besides a 
number of other objects such as fragments of pottery, iron work and bones. To 
the above were added four sculptures, (three in sandstone and one in schist) repre- 
sentmg Vishnu-3 Qrya and the nava or ume-planets,” from Eiiukhundu 

also in the Gorakhpur district 

9. jScc(ion,~The year under report, like its predecessor, 
was marked by valuable additions to the cabinet of coins. Through the liberality 
•of the Local Govortiment the museum acquired a fine series of GrsBco-Bactrian 
and Kushan coin a belonging to Mr. R. W. Ellis of Jubhnlpore at a cost of 
Rs. 2,400, These, with the contributions from other sources, bring the total 
acquisitions of the year to 660 coins, viz,, 21 gold, 353 silver and 287 copper. 
The Grmco-Bactrian and Kushan coins make up nearly half of this number, 
while the remainder are classed as Mvghals 235, Pathan Sultans 42, Sttris 
l2, Bahmanis 3, Oudh 4, Bengal 1, jlwam 3, Mediteval India 3, and miscella¬ 
neous 3. The most important specimens under each class are noticed in Mr. Buru^s 
report of the proceedings of the Coin Committee embodied in the following para* 
giaph. Ninety*eight duplicate coins w'ere sold during the year for Rs. 85, and 
62 coins of the aggregate value of Rs. 71 were presented to the Muhammadan 
A nglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, as a donation from the Oovemmeut of the United 
Provinces, One silver medal of the Allahabad Military Police, 1857-58, was 
presented to the museum by the District Supermtendent of Police, Gfeazipur. 

10. Proceedings of tko Coin Committee. 

I.—There was no change in the constitution of the Coin Committee during 
the year, but Major Vest proceeded on furlougli towards the close. 

XI.—The cases dealt with under the Treasure Trove Act exceeded those 
of any previous year, both in number and in interest. Forty-one reports were made 
referring to G,132 coins, which are classified in the following table 
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On the reoonunendation of the committee, coins were acquired and distributed 
as shown below :—

la addition to those, 326 elWer coins have been acquired, but have not been 
distributed pending further esammatioii. 

III. ~Two of the fijxda were es|>eciaUy important. Amongst some coins dug 
up in the Fyssabad district were 518 sifver coins of gmat interest. They are 
siniilar lo the Gupta coins, but the Lead is getierady turned to the loft instead of 
to the right, and the foUowiDg natues were read, Avanti Varma (IT), l^na Varqia 
(9), Pratapatila (9), &iladitya (284) and Sarra Varma (6). It seems probable that 
FratSpa^la is PrabhiLhoiavaidhaiia of Thancsor and Sil^itya is Uarsa^vardhana 
of Sajiauj. On the coins of Sarva Varma the head is turned to the right. Further 
examination of tlie dates recorded on these coins will be made, and is expected to 
yield important historical results. The second find deseiying of apeeal mention 
included 215 Suri and 644 coins of Akbar, mostly dams. Amongst the Suri coins 
was one of Ibrahim, while the coin.s oi Akhar eontamed a number of valuable 
specimens with inscriptions resembling those on rupees, besides rare coins of 
Akbarpur Tanda, Khaimbad (?), Jaunpur (with a dural device on the reverse! 
and Uogam (spelt Dokon). Twolaige finds of Kushan copper coins were reported 
from Allahabad and Binda. A nuiiiber of Pathsu rupees a'ere obtained, including 
four types of Qutb-ud*din Mubarak Shah, which are rai*e. 

The following rare rupees of Mughal kings were obtained from a number of 
finds:— 

Akbar.—A fine series of dated coins with the Allahabad couplet. 

Shah Jahan .—Coins fiom the Patan X)eo, Akbarabad (rare type), Tatta 
dated 33 “ 1069 A. H.), Kashmir (rare type) and Surat (raij had') mints. 
Aurangzeb. —Alla^bad, Sabiranpur (unpublished), and Nurgal, 

Azam Shah — Ujaiu (unpublished). 

^/ahandar, —Lahore, Klichpnr and Lucknow. 

IV. —At the suggestion of the Coin Committee the Government of the 
United Provinces acquii Si for the Lucknow Museum a valuable collection of Grajeo* 
Bactrian, Saka and Kuehan coins, comprising 14 in gold, 73 in silver and 212 
in copper. 

11 . aceft'on.—Work in this section was confined to preservation, 

the botanical collector remaining occupied in examining tbc existing collection 
of economic products and weeding out old and useless samples, Darina- the latter 
TOit of the year the entire collection of food substances, medicinal pr^ueta, oils, 
fibres, & 0 ., had to be stored away and brought back to its place and re^amnged 
owing to the repairs which the building underwent. ^ 

13. SictuTS gallsvg.—HiiB additions to the collection of pictures comprise 
a set of four photographs of paintings of Hindu mythological subjects after a famous 
native painter of Indore, named hTaiin Bhujang, and Sfaven aquatbta engravings 
of historical sites and buildings m Southern India, including the Palace of Tipu 
Sultan at Bangalore, after drawings by Captain Trapaud (1788) and Lieutenant 
Hunter (1804), 

13. Library. —The accessions to the Reference Library number 501, m,, 
179 books in 208 volumes ; 183 reports and departmental publications ; 114 jour¬ 
nals and periodical publications ; 64 catal<^ues and lists; 8 maps ; 1 print; 1 album 
of fm est scenes and 1 set of drawings.^ Xearly 150 volumes, comprising mostly 
works on zoology, botany, philology, the’finc and the industrial arts, and books on 
India and the east, were purchased from funds allotted for the purpose in the 
rau^um budget, while the remaining number was presented to the fibraiy by ' 
various institutions and individuals. The Asiatic Society of Bengal was the chief 
donor to the library, having presented to it the valuable series of the Society's publi¬ 
cations since 1331. Besides a numerous collection of museum and ex hlbitiou cata¬ 
logues, the following are some of the important additions made to the library durinli 
the year:— j &

A print, measuring 5 ft. X 1 ft. 10 inches of a woollen carpet made in the 
I7th centucy at the royal faetoiy established at Lahore by Emperor 
Akbar. 

14. NeV} cases and furmiute. — The acquisition of a large and expensive 
collection of coins, including many of great value, necessitated the purchase of a 
second safe for the numismatic colfeotioD. One with modern improvements was prO' 
cured from Calcutta and built into the wall of the coin room wrhich was also 
rendered more secure by the Public Worts department. A large case with 12 

* draweiB, made at Bareilly, was provided for the no less valuable series of copper 
plate inecriptiona deposited in the library, their number now amounting to 61. 
Three large show cases were supplied to the Art section, in addit ion to two w'all 
cabinets in carved shishavi wood designed to contain the collection of silver ware 
in the museum. 

15. FtsIfors.—The total number of visitors who entered the musedm by 
tlie turnstile amounts to 133,148, besides 847 pardanashtn women who visited 
on the I5tb day of every month. Tb^se figui'es show an mcrcaso of i8,5GG visitors 
over the total of the preceding year. The largest attendance on any single day 
was OD the 23rd of November 1304, which ivas the day of the Hindu Mthing 
festival Rdrttihi-pilTmPia, when 12,144 people, mostly villagers from the sur¬ 
rounding country, visited the museum. The dally average of visitors for the 
year was 446. 

16. Finances, —The receipts of the year, derived from all sources, amount- 
ted to Ps. 303, and the expenditure to Hs. 9,705. Deducting the receipts from 
the total expenditure the net cost to Government of mamtaining the museum daring 
the year amounted to Ks, 9,402. In addition to this a sum of Bs, 7,400 w'as spent 
in puichasing new specimens for the museum and providing suitable show cases 
for them, the additional outlay being debited to two special grants made by 
Government during the year, vts., Bs, 5,€00 for acquisition of specimens and cons¬ 
truction of show cases and Bs. 2,400 for pureliase of a collection of ancient coins for 
the museum cabinet. 


17. MisccUaneona ,—In October last I visited Agra and Muttra for a week 
wdtli a view to watch th£ progress of industries at those places and to collect such 
specimens of local manmacturcs as were not sufficiently represented in the 
museum. The result of my visit to Ajjra is briefly stated in paragraph 7 of this re¬ 
port- Muttra produces the finest kjndof decorative carving ill sandstone. 1 wanted 
one of the arches of a modern building copied for the museum where it might bo 
fixed at the entrance. Mr. Ferard, the Collector of the district, very kindly inspec¬ 
ted the original with me and offered to supervise the work if an order was given. 
Certain expected changes in the Museum buildings have, however, postponed fur¬ 
ther action in this matter. In paragraph 6 I have alluded to my visit to the In¬ 
dustrial Exhibition held at Bomeay m December last. 1 started for Bombayon the 
26th December and returned to Lucknow on the 5th January last after purchasing 
art exhibits for the museum to the value Rs, 1,G00. Ou both occasions during my 
ab^enc^rfrom Lucknow the Head clerk, Babu Prayag Dayal, remained in charge of 
the Museum and conducted its affairs in a satisfactory way.

1 AM directed to Rckoowledge the receipt of your letter 
no. yii^ 74 . dated 19th July 1905, Buhmitting the report on the 'n'orh- 
ing of the Lucknow provincial museum for the year ending 31st March 
1905, 

2. The only matter requiring notice is the question of stuffed 

specimens of natural history. The Curator states that they breed 
insects and should not he added to. This view seems sensible, as it is 
imposaihle to put them all in air-tight cases. But only as lately as 
April 1901 the committee asked for a special grant, mainly for new 
natural history specimens, and a grant of Rs. 6.000 was given in G. O. 
no. dated l7th May 1901, Some of this special grant was 

spent on cases and Rs. 1,000 on artwork from Rombay: hut it is not 
clear if any was spent on natural history specimens. His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor, while inclined to think that the Curator's view is 
correct, is content to leave the deebion in thb matter with the com^ 
mittee. 

3. The thanks of Government are due to the donors to the 
museum, and to the members of the coin committee, the scope of whose 
labours was so largely increased during the year.

2. Comniiftee of Management .—During the year the committee si^er^ 
the loss of a member by the death of Mr, W. Gollan who hadsuc^eded the 
Jftte Mr. Ridley on the committee. The vacancy thus created wm filled up by 
the anporntment of Mr. H. J. Davies, Superintendent, Horticultural Garden, 
Lucktiow. The committee has now been strerigthened by the appointni^t the 
Deputy Commissioner of IAlckno^y as an car-o^b member. The office of President 
w.J held by Mr. L. A. S. Porter, LC.S., C.S.I., eaccpt during the intervals 
(August to October 1905 and January to March 1906) when he w^s succeeded 
in file Duck now Comtuisaionership ^ Mr. A. L, Saucderg, I.U-b., and Mr.

3 Inspection ba Superintendentf Indian Jfusctim.—Uuder the arrangement 
made by thrGovamment of these Provinces with the trustees of the 
Muaeuui, Calcutta, the Supermtendent of the Calcutta Museum, Lieut.-Col. A, 
Alcook l.M.a, i>aid his firat visit of inspection to the Fravincial Museum m 
October last. His report on the inspection, together with the Committee s remark's 
thereon formed the subject of a Hcparato communication to (^vemment m 
Noremberlaat. Among other things Lieut.-Col Alcock ouUhc 

of forming, for local educsational purposes, a zoological aonection li^mitedm estent to 
the fauna of the United Provinces, the collection being organised^ and mainfam^ 
with the co-operation of the Indian Museum and by esohange of sp^imens with 
Other museuiil Effect was given to the Superintendents proporal by deputing 
the Curator to visit Calcutta in February last, with a view to study the meth^s 
followed in the Indian Museum, and to prepare a plan of work for the Provmcml 
Museum in consultation wjth the Supermtendent.

An Important addition to tb© collection of in^ts is an exhibit prepaied by the 
Indian Museum illustrating the phenomenon of protective rcseuibluDce as exempli¬ 
fied in insect life. 

6, Art Section. —Seventy-one new i^cimens were added to the artwarc 
collection, comprising Moiupurl f«rtojAi-ware, Benaroa bra^sware, Moratiabad 
metalware, and samples of blrfn-ware, old and new; cliikan or needlework 
embroidery from Lucknow; cotton [>rinta from Meerut, Saba ran pur and Lucknow; 
mirrored eurtain from Muaaffarnagar; woollen blankets from Meerut, a coloured 
durne fiom the Technical Institute, Nagerooil in Travancore; wood carving 
fi-om Saharanpur, Lucknow and Ahmadabad ; carved soapstone w’are from Agra; 
painted ^xittery from Biswan in the Sitapur district of Oudh, and a fine specimen 
of portrait modelling executed by the clay-modellers of Lucknow. 

7, Artware Depdi.—ThB proceeds derived by the sale of artware placed oit 
sale at the museum by the makers or manufacturers, amounted toHs. 1,947, which 
exceeds the sum hitherto realised in any one year smee the establishment of the 
dep6t in 1897. The well-known Moradanad ware alone fetched nearly Bs. 1,000. 
These results are satislactory, as the only object in view is to encourage provincial 
art industries. 

8, Areltaological Section *—'Want of room has hitherto prevented the growdih 
of this section. The existing series of Buddhist and Jaina sculptures occupying 
the low dark rooms on the ground floor of the Lai Baradari buildicg suffer from 
insufficient light, and farther additions would only impair the nsefuluess of the 
collectiou to students. Their crowded situation hardly admits of a duo apprecia¬ 
tion of their value either as historical documents of the past, or as products of art 
which in many cases can be used as patterns by artisans of the present day. The 
acquisitions of the year though nuinericallj large, occupy but a small amount of 
space in the section. They are : a collection of 166 votive images in clay of Tibetan 
gods and goddesses from the caves at Taklakot (Furang) in Western Tibet; a 

J ilester imitation wuth photographs of an inscribe vase in soapstone, which was 
bund with other Buddhist relics inside a stone coffer excavated, in October 1397, 
at Piprahwakot in tlte Basti district; 8 brass bracelcta, and a finely carved image 
of Kis/mu in schist and one of a Hindu deity, probably Afjnt\ in the same material, 
from Rudrapur in the Gorakhpur district—a locality which, from its close proximity 
to places associated with the life of Buddha, oflers on extensive field of exploiatloa 
for the arehseologist and student of ancient history. 

9. Nttmismaiic Section —The steady development of the Numismatic Section 
has been noticed in the reports of previous years. During the past year the collection 
of coins increased both in value and number. The additions comprise 20 gold, 236 
silver and 192 cop^r coins, the chief donors to the collection being the 
Governments of the United ProNinces and Bengal. Eight gold coins of the 
Kushan rulers of Northern India, Kanishka, Huvishka and vasu Deva, wore 
purchased from museum funds. Among other additions to the cabinet of gold 
coins may be mentioned two coins of the Little Kushans (Shaka and Kidara 
Shahi) 5th Centu^ A, D,, two of the early G^ta kings, Samudra Gupta and 
Chandra Gupta if, 4th Century A, D., three of Fratapadeva liaya of the Vi jay a- 
nagar dynasty, 1530-1542 A. D,, two muhrs of Akbar and one of Ailrangaeb, 
The silver coins embrace equally remote periods of Indian history, furuiahiug 
Bpccimena of Iiido-lSassauian coinage, of the coins of the Western Satraps or 
l^katrapas of Guiarat and MaUva, of the mediaeval rulers of Xabid, Syala* 
pati and Bamanta-deva, of Durrani kings, of Bengal Sultans, and of the kings 
of^ Oudh and of Assam, _ besides adding largely to the collection of Mughal 
coins in which the Provincial Museum now excels any in India. Noticeable speci¬ 
mens under this latter class find detailed mention in Mr. Burn*a rc|>ort of the 
proceedings of the coin committee ombodiod in the following paragraph. Seventy- 
one duplicate coma, including 3 gold, 20 silver, 41 copper and 7 lead, were sold to 
the public dui'ing the year. 

10- Proceedings of the Coin Committee* 

I."The coin committee included the same memhera as in the previous year. 
Major Vest was absent throughout, and Mr. Wright went on leave at the end. 
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II.—The number of cases of Treasure Ttx>ve reported was 35, relating to 
3,375 coiuB of which 3,171 were eiamiaed by the aecretary and may be olasaificd

records by nearly 25,000, may be attributed partly to the growing popularity of the 
museum and partly to the visit of Their Royal Highnesses the Prince autl Princess 
of Wales to Lucknow in December last^au event which attracted a large number 
of visitors to the Oudh capital from distant parts of the United Provinces. Seven 
hundred and aixty-fourporciaaasAiii. visitors ivere admitted on the Zananadays whioh 
fail on the 15th day of every month. Among distinguished visitors, the Right 
Hon’ble Lord Curzon of Kedleaton visited the museum with His Honour the Lieu- 
tenant-Govemor of these Provinces on the 3rd April 1906, and Her Royal Highne® 
the ftincess of Wales, on the 26tb February, 1906,

A- toEs. 299 and the expenditure to Rs. 10,574. Deducting the amount of receipts 

from tho total expenditure, the net cost to Government for maintaining the 
museum during the year under report amounts to Rs. 16,275. 

16. Conc?ttS! 0 n.—In the beginning of October 1905 I visited Morajabad, 
Saharanpur and Muzaflarnagar,'with a view partly to collect new specimens^of artwar© 
for the museum, and partly to induce artisans and manufacturers to send trial consign- 
menta of goods to the artware depfit attached to the museum. How fer tlus latter 
object hasbeeu accomplished the increased sales reported io paragraph 7 will show. 
Within the last decade the metalworkers of Moradabad have u^de great pnigreas in. 
their art, and now make largo profits by the product of their induat^. The wood* 
can’firs of Sahwanpur canyon an equally thriving industry, but their success is due 
not so much to the employment of skill as to the use of fret-saws in turning out the 
articles. As a check to the indiscriminate production of these machine-m^e 
trumpei ies, a school has been started by the Municipal Board of Saharanpur with 
the object of instructing juvenile carpenters in the delicate art of carving 
shiiham wood, and this step is likely to produce under proper mansgement a class ,, 
of artisans to keep alive an industry for which the place is famous. At the 
request of the committee of the Industrial Conference held at Benares in connection 
with the National Congress, I contributed a paper on the art-induatrics of these 
Provinces, and subsequently by invitation atteoded the sittings of the ouiiforence 
held on tlio 30th December 1905. A copy of my paper in pamphlet form has 
been submitted to Government with this office No. 204, dated 23i'd June 1906. On 
the recommendation of the Museum Committee, I was prmltted to visit the Indian 
* Museum in Calcutta in February lost, and thus had an opportunity of studying how 

things were done in the Imperial Museum with regard to tho needs of the various 
collection of natural history specimens exhibited in it. The space available in the 
Provincial Museum admits only of a bare imitation of the Imperial coUoctiou with¬ 
in the uaiTowest limits. As stated in paragraph 3 of thb report, a beginning has 
been mode tu forming a typical collection of insects wdth assistance readily given 
by Dr. Alcock, Su|>eriQteiident of the Indian Museum. More will be done iu

III.—The most important find occurred in the Azamgarh district. The 
board compriees 18 silver coins of the Bengal Sultans and 73 of the Tipperah 
Bai as. When they have been carefully examined it is expected the latter will 
add some facta to the scanty information we possess of this family. 

The historically important eoiaa of the Mautharis and of the Thanesar line, 
noticed in the report for 1905, have been fully described by Mr. Burn in the 
Journal of the Koyal Asiatic Society, 1906, page 843. The three gold coins 
of Basodeo form a useful link connecting the Kushan coins proper with those of the 
Guptas. 

As has hitherto been the case some of the ISlughal silver coins found are rare, 
such os those of Jahaudar of the Bareli and Surat mints. A fairly complete set of 
rupees of Akbar 11 from the Gwalior inmt woe also acquired. 

10 . EtX>noTndc SectM>n.—^Twenty-two plants representing the field and garden 
crops of the United Provinces w^ere collected by the Botanic^ Collector and added 
to the Herbarium.

Three hundred and eighty-four samples contained in S3 sealed tin eases of the 
old Index Collection were minutely examined ; oat of these, 374 sample® tn service¬ 
able condition were preserved for the museum and the remainder thrown away as 
useless. 

A collection of a^lcultural implements comprising a number of Hnglish and 
American ploughs of doubtful efficiency as working implements for this country 
was dispose of by public sale under the orders of the committee. They occupied 
a QiediuTn sized room in the midst of the collection of sculptures forming the 
Archmological Section, for which latter additional space was a pressing want-. The 
removal of the implements has supplied this want, wdiile tne section itself has 
been freed of the presence in an adjoining room of a cta-'is of exhibits wJd^h were 
quite out of place where they hitherto stood. 

11 . Librar'y ^—Of the 535 articles added to the ReFerence Library, 99 
comprise original works in 387 volumes, 364 de|xirtmental reports, bulletins, 
monographs, Asc., 137 Journals and periodical publications, 28 catalogue® and lists, 
6 j^aniphlets and 1 get of drawings of the Technical Art Series. With the excep- 
tiuij of 27 books, 7 periodicals, and 3 catalogues puTchaged from the museum, funds, 
the additions represent donations to the Library from the various learned socie¬ 
ties and institutions named in Appendix B, besides a number of official publications 
supplied Lee by the Government of India and the Local Governments. 
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Nearly 1000 readerB made iisa of the Library during the year, of whom 
409 liftve lett their signatures in a rcgiaf^r kept for the pui pose. Books on Indian 
history, mythology, and religion wore read or comulted by the maiority of 
readers while subieots like etiinology, the judustrud arts, and soology suited the 
toTtu of a limited number. 

12. Vtsitors .—^The total number of visitors who entered the museum through 
the turnstile amounts to H5,86L including 1,^06 parctanosAia visitorSi for whose 
admission special arrengemeats are made on the 15th day of every mouth. The 
above figures, though showing a decrease of nearly 18000 visitors compared 
with tho returns of 1905 06, actually exceed the average of the past five years 
by nearly 10,000, a fact which establishes the popularity of the institution aa a 
public resort in spite of occasional ductuaiiou in numbers owing to special causes. 

13. Ncio COS'S and Jf^tmiViir^^To protect natural history speounens 
from the glare of the sun to which they were exposed in one of the rooms in the 
Lai Baradari building, seven large windows have been furnished with costly 
screens specially made for them by the Cawnpore Muir Mills Company. Two show^- 
bases and two wall cabiocta were added respentively to the Art and Aiohmologioal 
sections, while 5 racka made of wood have been provided for the collection 
of heavy Sivalik fossils hitherto exhibited on the ground. In addition to the 
above the museum nudertook the oonstruction of a cabinet for coins for the 
Government of India on the model of some new cabinets designed for the museum 
by the Curator. This piece of work was finished and forwarded to its destination 
during the year. 

14. j'inouc/’S.—The receipts of the year derived from all sources amount 
to Ks. 371 and the expenditure to Ks, 10,861. Deducting tiie amount of TGceipte 
from the total expenditure the eet cost to Goverzuneot for maintainiiig the 
museum during the year under review amounts to Es. 10,490,

MuBcum for the year ending Slat March 1908. 

2. Committee of management, —^The vacancy left on the TOmmittee by tho 
transfer of Mr. William Jesse from Lucknow was filled up durbg the year by 

’ the appoint men t of the Rev. Mr. C. G. Mylrea, C,M.S., os a member. No other 
change took place in the confetitution of the committee. The office of President 
was held throughout the year by Mr. A. L, Saunders, LC.S., Commiasioaer of 
the Lucknow Divieion. 

Three meetinga were held during the year—in the months of July and Octo¬ 
ber 1907 and January 1903. 

3. EstabUihment ,—Among the subordinate staff one casualty took place in 
September last in the death of the Librarian, Pondit Bisbwatiath Bajpai, The 
vacancy thus created was temirorarily filled by an ex-student of the Bara Banki 
High School who, for domestic reasons, resigned his place m the beginning of 

^4. Inspection and reorganisaiion .—“Doctor N. Annandale, Superintendent 
of the Indian Museum, Natural History Section, made his annual inspection 
of the Provincial Museum on the 22nd April 1907, In May following, the 
museum was inspected by Mr, T. H, Holland, Director, Geological Survey, and 
Chaimian of the Trustees, Indian Museum, Calcutta, Both these officers unite in 
observing that to give it the character of a purely ecientific institution tbefunctious 
of the museum should bo specialised. It has been suggested that instead of 
including a number of sections or departments without expert assistance to 
arrange and catiogue their contents, the museum would servo a useful purpose if 
it embraced only a few branches of knowledge, such m art, archeology, numisma¬ 
tics, to illustrate which it possessed valuable material in the shape of exhibits. 
Subsequently, intimation was received from Government that a conference of 
curators would be held in Calcutta during the cold season of 1907-0S to discuss 
matters connected with the provincial museums._ It was designs with the 
object of bring mg the provincial Tnu^eynifl in to closer touch with one 
another and with tlie central museum in Calcutta, an arrangement which cannot 
but yield beaefioial results. Action on Dr. Annandale and Mr, Holland s sugges- 
tiona was therefore deferred pending the result of the propoaed conference m 
Calcutta. This hae now been publi^cdin the form of a preiitninary report which 
among other matters, formulates a scheme for the provincial museums, tiie main 

features of which may thus bo summarised— , , . , ‘ „ , ,, 

That the provincial museuuia shall aim at helping each other aun the 

Imperial Museum in Calcutta, by circulating Hite of thoir r^uirements and by 

cichttuge of duplicate specimens ; thftt in order to do tiiig eflicse^tly it will be 
necesfi^y to increaeo the skilled subordinate staff of the provmcial muaeums 
such as taxidermists, collectors, etc., who shall be required to undergo a period of 
trying under European supervision at the Indian Mneeum, Calcutta; that the 
scone of the provincial museums shall be limited io the province or presidency 
in which they are situated ; that the collections in these museuims shall be regis¬ 
tered under eight main heads, viz., (1) archieology and epigraphy, (2) corns and 
medals, (3) art and ethnology, (i) economic pr^ucts, (5) geology, (6) plants, (7) 
animaM3) books, maps and manuscripts; and that where possible % reference 

library should be attached to tlic museum. . t i. 

With the gradual expauBion of the existing museum at Lucknow the question 
of finding suitable accommodation for certain sections of it has press^ itsell on the 
attention of the managing committee for some time past, so that the conumttco

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imd now to cotisidsr how to £iid ndditiona! room for important collections on tbs 
one band, and the euggeetions of the Calcutta conference on fcUe other. Having 
retrard to present conditiona it has been decided to maintain collections which 
have been fonnd nsoful both from a scientific and from a popular point of view, 
and abolish such as seem to be out of place in a museum for the Unit'd Provinces, 
Colleetions of artware, antiquities, coins and medals, are indudcfl in the formor, 
while inoompleto collections of miiiemls, fossils, scathe I Is, etc., fall under the latter 
class. The committee’s decision setting forth the lines on which it is proposed 
to work the museum in future forms the subject of a separate communicatioa to 
Government.

Of this total, 94 specimens were at^uired by purebase,3 by exchange, and 65G 
were received as donations from institutions and individuals named in Appendix B. 
During the year under report no large additions were made to any of the sect ions 
by purchase fix>m Government funds while the reorgaDisation of the museum wua 
still under consideration as indicated In the preceding paragraph. 

6. Natural Ilistortj Action.—The additiona to the zoological collections 
comprise a leopard cub (/liis pardits) from the Bhinga jungles, twin buftalo calves 
loine^d at the back, from Lucknow, a peacock {I’aw erUtutm), a bearded vulture 

toriato) from Quetta, 1 stick insect (LoncAod-^s &aj«;w) and 2 leaf insects 
(PhulUum $C}jtht) from Colombo, and a collection of 83 insects reprcientlng 60 
species of the orders Hymenoptej a, Colcoptera, and Ortboptora, arranged and 
labelled by the Indian Jlusemu, Calcutta. 

7. .dj’iimre Scsefton,—The formation of a typical collection of artware bo 
illustrate the indigenous manufactures of the United Provinces was the object with 
which the present museum was organised and located in Lucknow. Its functions 
wore defined to be those of an art-censor and advertiser for these Provinoes. Since 
its inception to tho present day, the institution has endeavoured to discharge 
these functions bv collecting the best specimens of tho artware, not only of the 
United Provinces"but also, in certain casea, of the artware pf other Provinces, which 
by comiiai’ison and study, might help to improve the quality of the local manufac¬ 
tures. By additions \vhich have thus been made to the artware collection vrithm 
the last twenty years, the section has outgrown its original proportions, and unless 
enlart'cd space is provided for it, further additions will have the effect of cramming 
the entire (Killeetion. Purchases during the year were limited to samples ot printed 
cotton and silk fabrics from Farrukhabod; inlaid marblewaro, duiries, cotton 
prints and embroidery, Irom Agra; glazed pottery from Khurja, Bulandshahr 
district; and two samples of old brassware of unknown locality. 

8. AHKarc Dcpdh—TUGTc was a falling off in the sale of artware from the 
phop attached to the museuai, the proceeds realised during tho year amounting to • , 
Us, 742, which is considerably less than the average of former years. This is 
mainly due to the growth of private enterprise in the city, where dealers in Indian 
artware or their agents divert purchasers who would otherwise have bought from 

the muBCura. The artware depH ivas instituted with the object of benefiting the 
artworkmeii of the Province by finding a market for their goods. Its maintcijanoc 
has been a charge on tho museum funds. Lookingi however, at the results it has 
so far achieved in the matter of sales the Commitare not very hopeful about its 
future success and have therefore decided to abolish it os a concern not falliog 
within the legitimate functions of the inuaeum. 

9. Archatiiogiml Sactiffii. —The claims of tho archmological section for enlarged 
accommodation have engaged the attention of the committee in all discussions held 
during the year concorning the future housing of the museum. Among buildings 
recently inspected by a committee appointed by Government, the choice lies 
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betT?eeii two, the Lesser Chutter ^lunzil close to the musenm and the Conning 
Collcge» Lucknow, either of which if made ovoilable for the purpose, would afford 
auitahle room tor tho atchajolDgical eection. Failing these means of improved 
habitation, a new building, Bpcoially planned and designed for a louseum, will 
have to be confitmeted to meet the preBCnt ditficnlty. For want of space only a 
few exhibits were admitU’d into the section during the year. They comprise 2 
fra*»meiitsof Grasco-Bactnan Bculpturo fromlloti .^rdilu in the Feshairardtetnct, 
preleuted by Mr. E. F. Jacob, C.I.E., Oudb and Eohilkhand Railway, Lucknow; 
a headless terra cotta image of Buddha seated in WiSmMporlre* attitude, from a

King^Harisehandia Deva of KanauJ, dated V. 3. 1353 ^liy6 A. D.) found at 
Ifschhlishahr in the Jaimpur district. Besides these, one inscribed stone and 6 
boxes containing fragments of sculpture and ancient pottery from Indor Khera (the 
Indrapura of efipta times) in the Bulai.dshabr district, were received durmg the 
year, but for want of space have been stored away for the present. Th^ rohes had 
hitherto been deposited iu the now defunct Municipal Museum at L>elhi

III. From finds in these 'Promices the muBeum acquired 5 Gupta coins 
iuoluding one of Kicha, and one of Chandra Gupta II. *.The latter Is of rer? pale 
gold, 138 graina in weight and without the emperor’s name; the boa'string l^a 
inwards and the reverse has a lotus flower seat. An iDtereeting find of 42 rupees 
in the Jhansi district included a square rupee, previously unknown, of AJtbar’a 
Ifcngal mint, 39th Ilalii year, and one of Jahangir's Ajmer mint, the arrangement 
of the counlct on it being uuusuaT. Other rare rupees acquired were oT Shah 
Jahan Akharnagar mint (coupletj, Shah Alaiu Bahadur, Jahanginmear mint, and 
Farrukbaiyar, Junagarh mint. 


12. Economic Sc^ion .—The economic section aimed at illustrating the raw 
products and manufactures of the United Provinces, such aa food grains, oils and 
Oil gums and resinsj mcdiciDsl productsi fibres and the like. It is bauaed 
large but illdighted room in the G alia tan-i*E ram building which contains the 
library and the omcea. So far, the section has attracted out few visitors or 
students to examine the various samples exhibited in it. As additional 
room was acquired for oollootioua which form the chief attractions of the 
museum, the committee decided to abolish the economic section, recommending 
at the Si^e time the formation of a botanical museum in Lucknow iu connec* 
tion with the Horticultural Gaiden, to which the samples in the existing 
collection might be transferred. At the instance of the committee, this subicct 
waa brought before tho confereuoe held in Calcutta iu December last. AVhile 
approving of the comm it too s proposal to separate the economic collection from 
the museum, the coofereuce auggestod that the samples in question should not be 
. destroyed or dispersed until they had been examined by Mr. Burkill, Reporter 
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on Sconotnic‘Prod nets to thfl Govermneat of Zndiai who was pTcaent at the 
conferonce as a delegato. This officer oxaiDined the collection in last and has 
since fiirnished a plan for the exhibition of economic products in the Provincial 
Mufleimi on a reduced scale, the object of the propoaed exhibition being edncational 
rather than scientific. In other words, it aboeid simply aim at inforining the 
people as to the nature and economic Talue of the more important vegetable pro* 
ducts of these Provinces, Mr. Burkilfs plaa will be considered by the committee 
in duo course. 

13. Librmry . — The additions to the reference library number 369, which 
comprise 156 books in 167 volumea, 80 departroeptal reports, memoirs, buUetba, 
&c., 116 Journals and periodical publications, 16 catalogues and lists, and 1 map. 
Out of these, 26 bwks in 34 volumes, 34 numbers of journals and 2 catalogttes 
were purchased from the museQin funds, while the remainiog articles were pre- 
eented to the Ubroiy by the various public institutions and individuals named in 
Appendix B, Nearly 900 persons made use of the library during the year, df 
whom 230 have left their aig natures in a book kept for the purpose. 

14. ^ Visitors , — The total number of visitors who entered the museum by 
the turnstile was 136,041, including 715 parda-now/wn visitors who wore admitted 
on the 25th day of every month. The largest attendance on any single day wa^ 
registered on the 19th November last which was the day for the Hindu bathing 
festival KdrttikipilrrUTm, wheo the number rose to 8,475. 

_ 15, Nsw cases and furniture ,—new ahow-case was added to the Art 
Section and 21 large windows of the Lai Baradari building were furnished with 
screens of a durable fabric made at the Muir Mills, Cawnpore. These screens 
have to a large extent protected the exhibits from the glare of the sun to which 
they were hitherto exposed. 

16. Finances , — The receipts from all aourcee amounted to Rs. 292 and 
the expenditure to Rs. 10,373- Redacting the amount of the receipts from the 
total expenditure, the net cost to Government for main taini n g the museum during 
the year under report amounted to Ra. 10,031, 

17. General . —I was on tour for 23 days during the year. Prom the 2rth 
to Sist August 1907, 1 visited Agra and Farruithabad, collecting new specimens 
for the museum. From the 25th December 1907 to 9th January 1908, I was 
occupied in Calcutta, attending the conference of curators held at the Indian Museum 
as a delegate from these Provmoes, and at the close of the conference, receiving 
and forwarding to Lucknow a collection of insects prepared for the ProvinciM 
Museum by the Indian Miisenm, Calcutta. lu the beginning of the year heavy 
work fell on the museum * staff by the transfer of a largo exhibit—a model of the 
Aminabad Bamr, measuring 22 feet X 10 feet—from the museum to the picture 
gallery on the third storey of the Gulistan-i-Eram building. A portion of the 
picture gallery had to be dismantled in order to moke room for the model which 
the ^mimtt^ decided to transfer to this building with a view to providing 
additional room for the Natural History Section. This work was executed in a 
satisfactory way. Owing to the abnormal heat of the present season in Luclmow 
certain exhibits of delicate construction, such as the veneered cabinet ware of 
VizWpatam, have suffered damage to some extent, otherwise the condition of 
exhibits in the museum may be reported as fair.

The number of mecti^ngs held during the year was throe, which took plaos 
in the months of April and September 1908 and January 1909. Business of an 
important nature requiring the independent opinion of members who could not 
attend tbo meetings was transacted by circulating the papers. 

3, Oi^iiKtry members.—'On the recommoudation of the Managing Com¬ 
mittee the following gentlemen were appointed ordinary members of tlie Sfuseum 
Committee

4, ^ DstabUshmenL —The office establishment was increased by the appoint¬ 
ment, with eflect from Ist October 1908, of a photographer-draftsman on a salary 
of Rs. 35 rising to Rs. 50 per mensem. 

5, JZeorjajiizi^i'on.—Since the submission of the last annual report fclie 
question of toorganizinff the Museum on some definite lines has been before the 
Managiog Couunittee till the close of the year. In May 1908, a memorandum was 
drawn up and submitted to Governmeut setting forth the committee's views as 
regards the subjects which tlie institution should deal with in future. Hosfdee the 
collection of artware_ the formation of which had hitherto been one of the chief 
ohje^ of the Provincial Museum, the collection of antiquities, by additions made 
within recent years, had not only reached enorinous proportions but seemed to 
require greater attention, than any other section of the Miuseum. It was therefore 
decided to place the Archaeological Section on a satisfactory footing by seenrin" 
suitable accommodation for the valuable series of sculpture and epigraphical records 
which it embraced. This decision was arrived at after due coDsideration of tho 
sugg^tions made by the authorities of the Indian Musemn (Dr. Aimandale and 
Sir Thomas Holland] and those eoutaioed in the preliminary report of the confer¬ 
ence hfl’d in Calcutta in. December 1907, A full repurt of the proceedings of the 
Gonfereuoe waa received In December last, hut a definite course of action could not 
be detorujiiied upon until the close of the official year, when exact information tm 
to the amount of apace available for the Museum was supplied by the report of a 
committee apjiointcd by the Government to consider the allocation of buildings 
in the vicinity of tho Chntter MunziL The original scheme as sketched in the 
memorandum referred to above nccessarilv underwent some modification on tho 
strength^ of tho recommendations made oy the housing committee. It has now 
been decided that the Museum will be located in the present Canning College 
buiidmg when that shculd bo vacated on the transfer of the college to the new 
buildings across the river. Detailed proposals as to the future scope of tlio 
Museum have now been submitted to Government and its orders ate awaited. 
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6, Acquisitions. —The total number of acoessions to the Museum and Library 
registered during the year was 1,003.

With the exception of 219 items which were acquired by purohaee, the addi- 
tions classified above represent donations to the ^luseum and Library from various 
sourcca as detailed in Appendices B and C. < 

7. Natural History , — The aceessions to the zoological section include^ 1 
mammalill reptiiies and 11 fialies. Noticeable among these are a head w’ith 
abnormal markings of a Black Buck (antiioj^e cerauxipra) from Unao in Oudh, 
and a large head of a Crocodile (^avialis gatigetieus) shot on the Ganges below 
Dhaundlus-khera also in the Unao district of Oudh. Eleven Epecimeoe of fish 
comprising 10 species, 5 lizards and I snake were collected by Mr. B. A Hodgart 
of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and presented to the Provincial Museum on behalf 
of that institution. 

8. Artware. —An opportunity for collecting specimeng for the artwaro 
section was afforded by the late Industrial Exhibitbn held at Nagpur, which the 
Curator was invited to attend as a member of the judging oommittec in November 
last. By purchases made at Nagpur and at different centres of the United 
Provinces, a fine collection of art wore was made during the year, comprising 
ornamental brass and eopperware from Benares, Jaipur, N^epal, Kashmir, and the 
Bombay School of Art; enamelled silver jewellery from Multan j, chased silverware 
from Burma, and Amraoti in the Central Provinces; inlaid marble and tarved 
alabas^ from Agra; durrics and woolen carpets from Agra, Mirzapur,^ and the 
Bikanir State, An intorcstmg exhibit added to the colleetion of yxjrceiain and 
pottery ia a wine jar of white celadon bearing the inscription in Persic characterH 
"Alamgir Shabi, 1070," It was acquired by the Local Government from a 
resident of Fatchpur at a cost of Rg. 300. The jar ia said to have been presented 
by the Mughal Emperor Aurangaeb Alamgir to the ancestor of ita late owner as 
a reward for liis building a mosque at Khajuha, the pli|ce where Aataugzeb had 
won a yietmy (1068 A.H.) over his brother Shah Sbuja, whoso defeat ^d eubse* 
quent Sight from Hindustan placed his rival in undisputed posaeseion of the 
Peacock Throne of Delhi, By an expert the origin of the jar is traced to the 
period of the Miug dynasty of China or between the 15th and 16th century A. D. 

0. Art ware The proceeds derived by the sale of specimens of artware 

from the d^p6t attached to the Museum amouated to Ra, 392. Compared with the 
sums realised in former years, the above figure shows a marked decline in the 
soles effected during the year under report. This result is chiefly due to the fact 
that n(> attempt was made to Tepleniah the stock of the ddpht after the committee 
hod decided to abolish it, kavitig the sale ol art-manufactures entirely to piivate 
enterprusa, 

10. Archaeohgy, —^Thirty-one boxes containing antiquities, mostly from 
Sahet-Mahet, the site of ancient Si avoBti, and from Bhitargaon in the Cawnporo 
district, were received during the year but for w^ant of room in the nrchasological 
sf^tion they have bad to be stored away uupacked in the godowus. The contents 
ot these boxes include fragments of stone sculpture, carved bricks and terracotta 
objects from sites excavated or surveyed by the Superintendent, Archaeological 
Survey, during the cold season of 190&-9. In addition to the above, 41 exhibits 
were received and deposited in the Museum, the most noteworthy among thetu 
being an inscribed in sandstone found Sn a mound neor the village Karani- 
dande in Tajisil Bikapur of the Fyzabad district of Oudh. The inscription is 
dated in the II7th year of the Gupta era or 430 A. D. and purports to be a 
record by Prithvi Sena who was a minister and councillor, and subsequently a 
general, of the Gnpta Emperor Kumara-Gupta II. Other aequiaitions deserving 
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of notice are three cooper-plate inscriptions M^^hlch from their find spots are known 
reapccti\^6ly as the Chandra vati, the Sahet and the Pachar plates. The first 
records a grant by Chandra-deva the founder of the Gaharwar or Kathor dynasty 
of Kauauj, dated Snmt'ae 1148 or lOdO A. D. The second or the Sahet plate 
records the grant by king Qovinda-chandra-deva (grandson of Chandra-Kleva) of 
six villages to the community of Buddhist friars residing at Jetavana and Is dated 
Snmrot 1186 or 1128 A. D. The discovery of this plate among the mins of 
Sabet affords corroborative evidence of the identity of the place with Srfivaeti of 
Gautama Buddha^s time, which had hitherto been disputed by some scholars. The 
Pachar plate is one of the Chandella king ParamardJ-deva who ruled in Jejilka- 
bhukti or Jejahuti {SiindelkhaDd]i [a mediaeval times and was a contemporary of 
the last Rathor king Jaya-chandra-deva of I^nauj. A detailed list of the year’s 
acquisitions is appended to this report, Mr. R. D. Banerji of the Indian Museum, Appendix C. 
Calcutta, has compiled a catalogue of the archaeological section, Tliis work will 
be published after it has been revised by Dr. Vogel when that officer returns from 
'furlough in January next. 

11. Numismatics —The coin cabinet was enriched by the addition of 23 gold* 

373 silver aud 53 copper coins acquired during the year. Of these, 5 gold, 240 
silver and 18 copper coins were presented to the Museum by the Government of the 
United Provinces, while the remainder came os contributions from other local 
governments and ad. min is t ratio uauamod in Appendix B, with the exception of 
three coins which were purchased from Museum funds. The accessions to the 
collection of gold coins comprise : I of Chandra Gupta II, * archer type,’ found 
during excavations at Kasia In the Gorakhpur district i 1 Indo-Sassaniun- coin, 

5th century A, D.; S of mediaeval India, vix,, 1 of the Chandella king 
Kirttivarma-des'a and 2 of the Tomara king KuDi0.raf^la-deva, both of the 
11th century A. D.: 4 fmams of the Gangeya dynasty of Chera or Kongu, 

Southern India; 4,fbnam5 of the ancienit kingdom ofTravanoore i I of the Pathan 
king Muhammad bin Tughlak, dated 737 H.; end 9 of the Mughal emperors 
Alamgir II, Muhammad Shah and Shah Alam IL Of the 373 silver coins 
acquired during the year, 8 are aacribed to the ludo-Greek king Apollodotus 
II, Philopatoros, 100 B. C ; 14 are colas of the Pathan kings ohams-ud- 
din Altamsb, Ala-ud'^lin Ma'aud Shah, Nasir-ud*d[n Mahmud, Ghias-ud-din 
Balban, Ala-ud'din Muhammad Shah and Kutb*ud-dia Mubarak Shah I •, 308 of 
different Mughal emperors from Babar to Akbar Shiih II; 34 are rupees and 
smaller coins of the kings of Assam, runnir»gin unbroken succession from Rudra 
Sinha to Baij biath Sinha, embracbg a period of 122 years from 1696 A. D. to 
1818 A.D.; 2 coins of Kashmir, 1 of Oudh, a eftairani (small silver coin) of 
Southern India, a coin of on© of tlie Peshwas and a Sikh coin making up the r<»t. 

The copper coins include amon^othera 13 of Mahwa-varma-deva of Narwar 
' bull and horseman * type and 27 of the Pathan kings Bahlol and Sikandar Xii^i. 

Rare epecimena and those otherwise deserving of notice among the year’s acquisi- 
tioUB find mention in Lt.-Col., W, Vost’s re|>ort of the proceedings of the Coin 
Committee embodied in the following paragraph, Se\'on silver, two copper and 
one lead coiiis were sold to the public os duplicate or spare Epecimens. 

12. Proceedings of the Coin Committee^ —G) There has been no change in 
the persomicl of the Ccin Committee. Mr. G. B. Bleazby went on furlough on 
4th May. 

(11.) 'The number of cases of Treasure Trove reported was 23 relating to 
5,087 coins, of which number 4,403 were examined by the Secretary and classified

(III) A hom'd of l,38fi rupees from the Jhnnsi district faruished the names 
of two new mints of Akljar—Nahrwnln Fattan and Gadtauln, and some very rare 
rupees of the UJjain, Elichpur, Akbarpur-Tanda, Bulapur, BUngaln, and Hisar-i- 
Firuza mints oi Akbar, and of the BairMa and Jillnapur mints of Jahangir. 

Other rare coins acquired from finds in these Provinoes were gold pieces of 
Kumira-pala-deva (one weighs 31 grains)j of Eirtti-varma-devat of Shah Alain 11^ 
Muhammadabad-Bnnarss mint (1330H—26) and of Alanurir II with these 
legends:—

Some well preserved copper pieces of ^lalaya-vartna-deva were obtained from 
a find in tlio Jhausi district with dates in evei^ year from 1280 to 1280 Snmvat. 

13. JScoiiomic proditcts .—There is nothing of iotemst to note under this 
head as pending a decision on Mr. Burkill’s proposals things have been maintained 
as they were. 

14- Library .—The additions to the Reference Library include 100 books in 
130* volumes 9 catalognes and lists, 1 map, 77 reports and 248 numbers of journals 
and periodical publications. Of these, 49 books, 2 catali^ues and 110 numbers of 
periiMicnle were purchased from the Museum funds, while the rest were received 
as contributions to the library from institutions and individuals named in Apjieii- 
dii B. The library contains a large number of volumes which have no direct 
reference to the subjects dealt with by the museum but w'hich w'ould make valua¬ 
ble ^ditions to a public library. These art* books on travel, historical works and 
publications on a variety ot subjects such as medtcinc, law, engineeriiig, iko. With 
these it is proposed to form the nucleus of a public library to be opened in the 
present musenm building when the museum jb moved to its new quarters, 
real public library eriats tn Lucknow and one is much needed. 

15, Co-operation with other mvteunu, —W^ith u view to finding room for 
newlv acquired aculptares in^ the archaeological eection, the Museum Committee 
hod decided to remove from it certain exhibits which either seemed to tio vjut of 
place in a provincial museum or which could be better exhibited elfiowhere. The 
clay model of the Lucknow Residency occupying an area measuring 16'3'^ x. 
16' 2* was one of the oiliihits which the cummiltee proposed to transfer to some 
public institution which would require it, aince there was a full-size copy of the 
model already on view at the ^idency itself, its heavy weight coupled with tho 
difficulty of packing it, lor a time stooti tu the w'ay of its disposal ns proposed by 
the committee. Eventually an order for a copy of this Jiiatorical exhibit was received 
by the Curator from the Bristol Art Gallery through Mr. E, J. Mnrdon, I. C, S., 
Allahabad. In reply, the original model in the Museum was offered for sale, and 
as the exhibit vras required ibr u public institutiou in England, the committee 
agreed to part with it for a sum of Rs. 300 including cost of {tacking atrd delivery 
at the Railway at Lucknow, The model was cut in four sections aod packed in as

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many botes for shipment to Europe. It reached its destipation safely without 
undorgomg any serious damage on the way, as would appear from published 
accounts of the unveiling eeremony porformed at Bristol by Lord Roberts amidst a 
number of mutiny veterans some of whom had taken an active part in the defence 
of the Residency in 1857. 

In Eebr^ry last the Museum was invited to contribute a small collection of 
artware to a dirtnet agricultura] show held at Hardol A loan collection comom- 
ingcomd atticrca in wo^ and ivory, metalware, and textile fabrics wan sent to 
this exmbitiom The exhibits were duly returned to the Museum by the district 
authorities at the close of the show. 

16. f^*sifors,~Tho total number of visitors who passed through the turns- 

tu& was 186,253, including 701 pardancudiln women who were admitted on the 15th 
day of every month. The above figure closely reachca the number regisTtered 
^during the preceding year and may betaken as the vearly average. Towards the 
close of the year thu Museum was twice visited by His Honour tJie Lieiifenant- 
(^Tcrnor of these ProyinCesr On the second occasion, Hia Honour went over 
tile wJiole Museum to judge of its ne(Kla as regards building sccomniodatiou The 
questioii u^diBcnraed ontlicspotby the President of the Museum Committee 
the Chief and Financial Secretaries to Government who adcompacied His 
Jionoardiiring;liis visit. Tii€^ arrangement thnt hag since been for the housiDg 
of the Museuin in future has been noticed ia an earlier paragraph of this report* 

Jumiture.^A glaas^almirah aDcl 12 TVall-bracheta were 
provided for the Mufteum and a revolving book-case for the office. In addition 
to these, 4 large seats with backs were procured and distributed in the Museum 
for the convenienco of visitors to the two buildings 

18. Fiuonot'^.—The receipts from all sources amounted to Ra. 294 and the 
expenditure to Rs. 11,872. Deductiug the amount of receipts from the tbfaV 
expenditure the net cost to Government for maiutaining the Museum during the 
year under report amounted'to Rs. 11,578. 

19, ^ General, —1 was'cm tour coUeeting specimens for the Museum for 19 
days during the year, visiting Benares, Miraa^r, A^ra aud FaiTukhabad. The 

specimens colJect(?d during such visits are usually products of industrit’s which are 
not sudicmntly represented in the Museum or those'of decadent ai'ts where such 
come to view, os old metalware, enamels, embroidery, &o, A fine atfeciuiea of 
decorative carving in Shlsham wood ( Dalbcr^ta sissoo^ was met with at Farruk* 
hab^ and ^eured for the Museum at a cost of Rs. 900. It is a folding screen 
7 8' X 6' 6", exquisitely carved ia pure Indian style and is the work of a locbi 
artisau who made it sonle years ago for a resident of the place. Part of the 
screen is already delivered aud the owner has engaged to supply the missing 
portion iu the course of a few mooths. Reference has been made in paragraph 8 
to my visit to Kagpur iu connection with the exhibition held ia that city. Having 
been appointed to serve on fcho committee of jurors, I had to attend the exhibf 
tion from the 2Ut November to the 5th December 1908, judging exhibits under 
different classes of industrial art comointly with other members of the jury. 
Subsequently, I was required by the ^ihibition Committee to prepare memoraudu 
of suggestions for the improvement of such manufactures of the Central Provinces 
as I had au opportunity of examining at the Exhibition. This rcquiiition was 
supplied in the form of a re^rt which was submitted to the Exhibition Committee 
tovrards the end of Januatylast. The subordluate staff of the, Museum had to 
cope wilji heavy work during the latter part of the year when Mr, R. D, Banerji 
w-as employed in compiling a catalogue for the archaeological section. A 
number of sculptures hod to be dismantled and brouglit out of the Museum to be 
photographed for the Archaeological Department and then rearranged in the action 
when the work was over. A portion of the expenditure incurred oy the Museum ' 
in carrying through this work has been reimWrtied to it by the office of the 
Director-General of Archaeology at Simla.

Sib,—I have tho honour to aubmit the annual report of the Provincial 
Moaeum for the jear ending 3lat March 1910. 

2. Committee oj Management .—In the beginnmg of the year efiect wag 

given to the ordera of Government transferring the administrative control of the 
museum from the Director of Land Records and Agriculture to the Cotniuisdioiier 
of the Lucknow diviaion. Xo change took place in the cosstuntion ol the 
Managing Committee, whiob remamed aa in the preceding year. The office of 
President was held successively by Messrs. E. H, liadif^e, G, VV. W. Hope and 
A. L. Saunders, I.C-S., according aa the two first>naiiied gentlemen sucoecded to 
the Lucknow Commissioner ship during Mr. Saunders' leave to Europe. The 
Committee have to record the loss sustained by it in the death of Mr. E. H. 
Badibe, I.C.S., who, daring his short tenure of office as President, had taken an 
active interest in the proceediogs of the Committee regarding the reorganisation 
of the museum. Five meetings were held during the year, lu the ntonth«i of May 
July and October 1909, and January and March 1910. ' 

3. Beorgantsalion. —Beference was made in the report for 190S-9 to 
detailed proposals for the future working of the museum which had been submitted 
to Government. The orders of Governuient on the subjeot have siuce ^u 
published in a Resolution of the Industries department, no. SOO'XVIII, dated 
the 11th May 1910, which forms an appendix to this report. It reviews at length 
the measures hitherto taken for the development of the museuu] as a provincial 
institution and lays down a definite scheme ot operation for the future. Archaeology 
and numismatics occupy the foremost place in the new scheme, while zoology 
and the industrial arts are to be retained as seotions of the museum until separate 
iustitutioDR are established In these provinces to apecialise in these subjects. To 
give effect to the revised* scheme a new committee has been appointed composed 
of membera who can render practical assistance in the management of the omseutn 
in future. With the excentjon of a few rooms retained for the use ot the science 
elasses, the Canning College buildmg^ was vacated for tbe museum about the 
middle ot March last and the transfer of the exhibits from the Lai Baradari to the 
new building has since been in progress, 

4. Acquisitions.— Peudiug the decision of Government as to tbe lines on 
which the museum -was to be worked in future, additions by purchase to the 
existing collections were necesaarily limited. Tbe total acquisitions of the year 
number 322 articles, which are classed as under:—

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5. Natural History S^itan.—The additions to the zoological section include 
a collection of birds* eggs presented by J. JbnderBOiii Lucknon'. 

6. Anicare A-caon,*—The scqumtiona under this head comprise 25 fipecimens 
of old brassware exhibiting a variety of shapes and two samples of fruir* ware. The 
artware d^piit which had iiithorto bt'Cti uiaintaioed as a branch of the museucn for 
the sale of go 'da produced by provincial craftsmen was closed during^ the year in 
accordance %vith the Cotomittee^s deoision to leave business of this kind to private 

enterprise. ... * j j 

7. Archaeology. —Nineteen objects of antiquarian interest were rweived and 
placed in the museum during the year. They include : I imago of a Hindu deity 
cast iu solid brass, found in b canal aqueduct at Tilokpur in the Ktah district 

6 copper iniplementSj such os axe and hatchet’ heads, found at Bithur in the ' 
Cawnporo district, and 3 objects represoritiug rough outlines of images in copper 
found in a jungle near Sheorajpur, also in the Cawiip>re district; and 3 gold 
ear-rings and I silver toe ring found at Nosirpur in the Unoo district of Oudh. 

Appendix C. A descriptive list of these exhibits is appended. Besides the above, 4 boxes • 
containin’' stone sculpture or fragments of sculpture and other relics from 
FarrukliaWi and Sahet-Mahot were received during the year, but pending the 
allocation of sections in the new building have been deposited in the godowns. 

8. iVumisfuaftV Section. —Of the 87 coins added to the museum imbiret, 9 
are gold, 38 silver and 40 copper coins. Of these, 1 gold and 2 silver coins were 
purchased from the museum funds, 13 were acquired by the Government of these 
FroVluces as treasure trove, whilst the remainder, namely 8 gold, 23 silyey and 40 
copper, were presented to the musetlm by various Governments and Administrations 

Appendix B- named in appendix B. The gold coins include: 5 coins of the kings of 
Vijayanagara—Pratapa-deva Riya, Krishna deva Biya. Pratapachyuta Raya, and 
Sadasiva^ya, founder of the Ikkeri dynasty; 3 of the Jadavaa of Hevagiri; and 1 
a quarter sioAr of the Mughal l^mperor Shah Alam II, mint Murshidabad, .A H. 

1204, Of the 38 silver coins, 20 are attributed to the Mughal Emperors Akbar, 
Jahangir, Shah Jahau, Aurangzeb, Muhammad Sliah, Alan^it H and Shah Alam 
11 i 4 to Mahmnd HI of Gujarat and 1 to Mahmud Sl^ bin Latif Shah of Gujarat; 

5 to the Assam kings—Rajeawar Simba, Lakshmi Simba, Gaurinath Simha, and l 
to Bir Simha of Raiigpur; 5 are coins of Native States with fragments of Persbn 
legends; 1 an Afakaneae coin; and 1 a Vigrahapala dramma of degraded 
Sossanian type. With the exception of one com attributed to Satya Mitra (150 
B. C.—lOO A, D,), the copper coins refer to Mahmud Shah II and Nasir Shah of 
3^[alwa. Forty*eight spare coins were sold to the public during the year. 

9. Ih'ococdi'ugs of t/is Ooin Ot^Tnfuiitec. —Only a few cases of treasure trove 
were dealt with by the Coin Committee during the year, and henTO no report has 
been furnished by the Committee, which proposes to issue a biennial report next 
year. The delay in the submission of the present report has been due to the fact 
that the Coin Committee’s report woa awaited till the end of August last.^ 

10. £oonoTnic S^jction ,—This section has been closed as it ^is not Intended 
under the new echeme to maintain a section illustrating economic botany as part 
of the museum. In pursuance of the orders of Goveniment as conveyed by the 
Resolution quoted lu paragraph 3 it has been arranged to transfer the collection a 
which bitborto formed the Economic Section to the Canning College, Eucknow. 

11, Xibmry.—The additions to the library comprise 135 hwks in 156 
volumes, 86 reports and departmental publications, 189 numbers of journals and • * 
periodicals, and 14 pamphlets. Of these, 43 books and lp8 eutubers of periodicals 
is'ere puroliosed from the muBeuio funds, while the remaining items were presented 

Appendix B, to the library by various insiitutiona and individuals named lu appendix B. Mention 
was made in the last annual report of a proposal to establbh a^ public library at 
Lucknow which tho Government had under consideration. During the year under 
report the question of bringing up the library to first class standard was further 
coDsiderod by the Committeo in connection with the recommendations of the Board 

• of Scientific Advice which met at Simla on the lOth May 1909, and steps have 

since been taken to give effect to the Board's reconiinendations by tranaferring the 
contents of the Museum Library to the Lai Baradari building iu which the public 
library is located. The Committee however propose to retain a working library 
and reading room for the museum. A separate conimunication on tho sulgcot bos 
been made to Government for orders. 
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12. Co~optr<Uion toith Museums and Exhibitions^ —Tbe Provincial Museam 
ocH)perftted with the &D[m&I district ahowj held at Hordoi aad Allahabad by 
scndicig exhibits on loau. At th^ request of the Lahore Exhibition Committee 
typical specimens illustrating the artistic handicrafts of these Provinces were sent 
on loan to the Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition held in that city. I regret 
however to observe that in the latter case not only were some of the exhibits sold 
without anthority from the Museum Committee but a number of them were 
re turn ad in a (imaged condition to a wrong address at the close of the Exhibition. 
The value of the damaged articles has been recovered from the Exhibition 
Committee and credited to Government. In November last the Museum 
Oommittee was called upon by the Selection Sub-Committee of the United 
■ Provinces Exhibition to make the Curator's services available for the purpose of 
giving advice and assistance to the Sub-Committee in matters conuected with the 
arrangement of the stone and metalware courts. Accordingly a memorandum of 
suggestions was prepared by him and forwarded to the Exhibition Committee. 

• The work of selecting exhibits for the art ware courts from existing coUectiona in 
the museum has also devolved on him while acting at the same time on the locai 
district oommittee for the Exhibition as its secretary, 

13>. FmWs.—The total number of visitors to the museum registered by 
the turnstile was 142,839, including 726 parda-nashin women, who were admitted 
on the 15th day of every month. To meet the convenience of the pablio at all 
seasons of the year the h.>ars of opening and closiDg the museum have been so 
altered that people could now visit the place tn the cool hours of the morning 
and afternoon during the hot weather meuths. Owbg to its transfer to the new 
building the museum has been temporarily closed for the public since the 20th of 
March last. 

14. .Muanecs.—The receipts from all sources amount to Hs. 485 and the 
expenditure to Bs, 10,673. Draucting the amount of receipts from the total 
expenditure the net cost to Government of maintaining the museum during the 
year under report amouots to Rs. 10,XSS.

But while in favour of tbo policy of gpeciali^tion au 
opposed to that of all round exteiiBiun^ Sir John Howett does not consider that thaeQnrtfi of the 
oommitteo should be confined to those two swiEonfl.

It le also the 
case that some of the collectiop is bad, but His Honour is informed by those who have made a 
Btndy of ornithology that the eollection of birds is in many respseta citremely gnjod. There 
arc moreover ardent ornithologists in this province, and with their nsistance the oommittee will 
doubtless fnriiier improve this seotioii, moludiag the coUeobions of mammals which ere already 
beiog mndo. His Honour is aniions that this itoprovement dionld be effected before the opening 
of the Medical College. The aim should bo the same as that which is being undortakeu in ^ 
Caicutta, vis- to get the zoo with its live animals and the aoological oofieoiion handy to 
one another. But no ftinda for a " zoo ** at present are available, and it is doubtful bow far the 
idea oftone in the Victoria Park f handy to the .Medical College) will be actwptabio.

I regret the delay which ^ have 
already explained. 

2. G^miltee of Management, —Eefereno© was made ia the logfc Annual 

Keport to the reconstitution of the Managing CommiUea in accordance with the 
Government order puhi^h^ therein. The office of President was held throu£rh- 
out the year by myself and that of Secretary by Mr. G. D. Ganguli, The com¬ 
mittee austamed a regrettable loss by the sadden death of Mr. K. F, Tucker late 
Superintendent, Muhammadan and British x^lonnments. Northern Circle which 
oMurred on the lat November 1911, when he was returning to India from leave 
This vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. Gordon Sanderson, who has 
succeeded Mr.Tucker m the Archaeological Survey. Another vatMincv, which 
was caused by the resignation of Major A. S. Begbie on the 9 th August I9i0. 
was filled by the election of Col R, T. R. Lawrence, R. R, Only three meetings 
were held during the year, namely, in July and October 1910 and Febmarv I9li 
m which besides the disposal of ordinary routine, the committee discussed the 
best modes of carrying into effect the orders of the Government regarding the 
re-organ 1 nation of the institution. “ “ 

3. Ee-orgamzation^—^he ultimate aim of the Government is to see the 
institution developed into a mainly archaeological museum under the charge of 
a competent archaeologiat. It is contemplated that the modern arta and 
^logical sections which have been temporarily retained in the museum shall 

transferred to the School of Design, Lucknow, and the proposed Zooloo’ioal 
Gardens as soon to pratiesble. All the remamiug departments have lieen 
^lislied. The exhibits in the divisions of Geology, Palaeontology, Miueralogv 
l^onomite. Botany and Chotichology were made over to the Biological Museum of 
the Oannmg College, where they are being used for educational purposes. Of 
the ethnological objects, thirty-three life-size figures of aboriginal race types were 
I^sented tothe Society for the propagation of Hindu literatuie, Allahabad: while 
the miscellaneous models, including that of the Auiinabad Bazar were disposed of 
by a public sale. 

riew museum.—The new building, which was hitherto occupied by the 
Canning College is eminently suited to the purposes of an archjeological muaeum 
owmg to the extensive ground apace it affords for the display of heavy sculptures 
ftDa arcbitectural carvings- In the matter of the allocation of the various sections 
•the committee wore mainly guided by the recommendatious of Dr. J. Ph. Vogel. 
The rooms in the northern half of the buildi]^ were reserved temporarily for the 
indnstrial and ^tnral history sections. The first-mentioned section was put 
m order by Mr* G, X). Ganguli with the asaistanceof the Head Clerk, Baba Prayaff 
Dayal* ^ I he rooms destined for the natural history collection are Wing fitted up 
with suitable show-cases. The e^^penditure on these show-cases could not bo 
ayoidcd as it is not yet known when the Zoological Gardens alluded to would come 
into existence* 

In the other half of the building, tho large central ball was fittingly assigned 
to the sculptures from Mathura which have been arranged on msaonry stands. 
This arrangemGnt cannot, however, be regarded as fioah The room to the west of 
the central hall wag allotted to the Brahmanical sculptures, and the two smaller 
ones farther west to the antiquities from Saheth-Mahetb* In the past year the last- 
mentioned rooms were used for the storage of coinsi and the clerks* room which will 
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be shifted to the roomB at the other end as soon as they arc vacated by the college 
authorities. The verandahs and corridors are to reeeiTo arohitectural carvingSf 
most of which have been already set np, while the gallery on the nppef 
is ercellently Baited for the exhibition of paintings and photographs. It wdl be 
seen from the above remarks that it will not be possible to unpack the antiquities 

from Kasia or exhibit the intereBtiug collection of icscribed atones until a few of the 
rooms in the other half of thejjuilding become available for the purpose. ^ 

5. .dcipitsiiiOJW.—The collections in the muaemn were enriched by the 
addition of 1,153 objects which are classed as under :—

Of thw number only seventeen articles were purchased and thirty obtained 
by Bichaoge. All the rest were Resented to the museuin by insUtutiona and 
individuals detailed in appendices 3. and C- . * . 

6. Arc/toeofoyy.—Among the accessions to the archaeological seetion, two 
objects may be described in some detail. One of tbcee is a short pillar 3 3 in 
height, sqaare at base, and circular in the middle. Its top is adorned with a lotue 
leaf pattern and was originally crowned with a human figure of which the crossed 
feet only remain* The circular portion of the column was inscribed with an 
epigraph io charactera of the Kushaua period, which have mostly peeled off. The 
imes averaged in length, bnt what their total number was cannot be deter¬ 
mined. Portions of five lines are now extant and in their present fragmentary 
ooudition it is only possible to make out that the inscription recorded the conitrnc- 
tion of a tank (pva/iitarini) at some locality sacred to a Bhagavat. This epithet 
is applied in early inscriptions indiscriminately to Buddhas, Jaina Tirthankaraa 
and the Brahmanical god Vishnu. It is therefore impossible to find out which 
of them is meant in our inscription. The pillar aras found lying to the south of 
main village of Bidb 4 .una, tahsil Mainpuri, and was presented by the Bistriet Officer 
of Mainpuri. The other antiquity, which deserves special notice, is a statue found 
at Bazidpur in the Cawnpore distr ict, and presented by the Collector of that district 
at the instance of the Director-General of Archaeology. The image is 4^ 4^ in 
height and represents a Buddha standing in the attitude of imparting security 
(ubAoiwu-n»n<ira). The hands, feet and the nose of the deity are broken off. The 
kyle of carving is that of the Mathura School of the Gupta period, and as the 
material is also red sand-stone, it is possible that the image was carved at Mathura. 
The remaining objects are described in appendix O. They include a Baris-pleater 
cast of the bronze casket in which the relics of Gautama Buddha were discovered 
near Peshawar, Mention has also to Im made bere^ of a donatiou of 600 photo¬ 
graphs of archaeological monuments from the Director-General of Archaeology. 
Tb^e photographs wore first displsyed at the United Provinces Exhibition and 
then presented to the museum, ihe only other fact to be noticed under this head 
is the transfer of thirteen stone sculptures to the archaeological muBeum recently 
established by tbe Govcriunent of India at Sarnath. 'ihese sculptures were 
presented to the Provineial Museum in 1903 and as they were undoubtedly 
discovered at Sarnath they have been sent back to that place. 

7. Numwmatk Section.—JJmvag the year under report, 87 gold, 146 silver 
and 80 copper coins were added to the coin cabinot, Of these, one gold and twelve 
silver coinB were purchased and thirty copper coins obtained by exchange. Of the 
rest, l60 coins were acquired by the Govemmeot of the United rhovinces as 
treasure trove, and 120 presented by other administrations and institutions named 
in appe ndk B. Of the gold coine, one is of the Kushana king Vasudeva; 41 of 
the Imperial Gupta kings,' Chandragntjta, Samudragupta and Kumaragapta; 
3 of Pratapaditva H of Kashmir i 15 ol the Vijsyanagaja kings Harihara 11, 
Devaraya II, Krishnaraya and Achyutaraya; 12 unassigned i^ins of Southern

• Sir,—I have the honour to submit for the information and orders of 

Governuiout the annual report of the Provincial Museum, Lucknow, for the year 
ending 31st March 1912. 

2. Qjmmkiee of Manogemenh —The oflico of President was held fay the 
Hon’ble Mr, A. L, Saunders, i.C.S., up to December 1011, and for the rest of the 
3'car by myself. Mr. G, D. Gsingiili, late Curator of tho Museum, j^ted as 
Seoretary until let November when he retired from service after having been 
attached to the Museum for 26 years and 0 months. From that date the duties 
of Secretary have been carried on by his successor. Pandit Daya Bam Sahni, an 
Assistant Superintendent in the Archaeological Department, who was appointed 
Curator on Mr. Ganguli's retirement. The only change among the members was 
occasioned by the resignation of Colonel R, T. E. Lawrence, E, E., on the 22nd 
January 1912, when Mr. 6. J. Brown, Professor, Canning College, was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. 

During the year under review three meetings of the Committee were held, 
namely, in September and December 1911 and March 1912, All important 
business transacted at these meetings is recorded under the various heads of the 
report. 

3. The establishment of the Museum was revised during 
the year under report, The appointment of Assistant in the Library was 
abolfshed for, in view of tho transfer of the bulk of books in the Museum to the 
Publio Libmry, tho sendees of a whole time official became unnecessary. 
Similarly, as the botanical specimens had been made over to the Canning College, 
the Botanical Collector was no longer required, and a third clerk on Ea. 15 was 
appointed instead to look after tho books that were retained in tho Museum and 
to assist in the Museum galleries. This post remained viwant for aeveral montbe 
as it was not possible to get a suitable man on tho sanctioned pay. Tho pay of 
the post of taxidermist was reduced from Bs. 25—1—36 to Es. 15 as the present 
incumbent has been paid nt this rate since August 1904. 

4. Rc-organiiation and oj the J/aSdnim.—The collection of ekel- 

etons was handed over to the Canning College, and that of illuminated manuscripts 
to the Public Libnirj^ The only other collection which remaine to be transferred 
is that of modem art specimens. The Principal, School of Arts and Crafts, is 
arranging for their removal. 

' • Tho four rooms at the east end of the southern half of the building wero 

vacated by the College authorities last cold weather, and used for the coins and 
the cjlices. The two small rooms to the west of the one reserved for Brahmaaical 
sculptures, which were thus set free, have been tomprarily used for tlie exhibition 
of inscriptions and the Saheth-Mahoth antiquities, large numbers of which 
have had to bo kept in the godowns for want of accommodation in these 

During the year under reviews good headway was made in tho classification, 
labelling and arrangement of the exhibits and liefore tho ond of the year tho 
arohaeoTogical section of the Museum was inspected by the Committee who 
decided tliat it should be thrown open to the public at once. .411 imprfeant 
sculptures in the archaeological section have already been furnished with descrip* 
tions denoting their character, age and provcDaaco painted in bold letters on metal 
tablets; the titles of antiquities have also been rendered into Hindi and Urdu for 
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the convenieBce of visitors who do not know English. In this connection a few 
points deserve mention. The life-size statue of a horse which presumably 
commemorates a horse-sacrifice performed by Samudra^piptn has now been set up 
in the middle of the Brahmanical room. The statue was received in the Mufioum 
many years ago and was allowed to stand in the open air all this time with the 
result that the short dedicatory inscription on its neck which was preserved in 
part in 1893* has now become altogether defaced, 

A long lintel measuring 13' 1^ which originates from Gadhwa has hitherto 
been ezbibited among Buddhist sculptures. It is decorated at each end with 
representations of the sun and the moon, the intervening space being taken up 
with scenes from the Krishna Legend, I’he sculpture ia decidedly Vaishnava and 
has consequently been transferred to the Brahmanical Section, 

Similarly, the female seated statue (ht. 3'3^) holding a mirror in the left 
hand which was discovered at Kosam, ancient Kansambi, and has been looked 
upon as a Buddhist sculpture presumably represents Farvati. 

Another sculpture (ht. 2' I'') which has not hitherto been properly identified 
represents the universal form of Krishna (wcarypa) which he revealed to Ar^una 
at the battle-field of Kuruksbetra. The principal image has eight arms and a 
multiplicity of beads (anctavatfra), its feet being supported on the hands of two 
naga& and a nagi. Arjuna himself who may be recognissed by his bow (^ondtpa) 
at his left side is kneeling supplicating the deity wdth folded hands (iriJaiyaii) to 
resume his human form, At the other end of the sculpture we notice a figure of 
Kubera holding a purse in bis left band and an uncertain object in his right. 
The border of the sculpture ia appropriately carved with figures of Siva, Indra, 
Kalki and Brahma. On grounds of style the sculpture is assignable to about the 
6th century, A, D., and is interesting as a complete representation of the event. 

5. Acquisitions .—The total number of additions to the Museum during the 


year was 730. They are classed as under:—

Of these only two articles were pnrehased from the Museum funds, all the 
rest were presented to the Museum by institutions and indiTiduals named in 
Appendices B. & C. 

6, Archaeoiogg,^Araong the new additions to this section, there are twelve 
pieces of gold jewellery which were found at the eicavations carried out by 
Dr, Marshal), the Director-Gcnenvi of Archaeology in India, on the ruins of Bbita 
in the district of Allahabad, in the cold weather of 1909-10, and acquired and 
presented to the Museum by Government. The Museum already possesses some 
very interesting sculptures from this site. The remains of Bbita were known to 
General Cunningham who identified them as the ruins of an ancient city called 
Bitbhayapattana which name be found in a Jaina work. Dr, Marshall's 
discoveries included a seal-die bearing the name of Vichhigrama. Consequently 
it seems very probable that this was the original name of this city and not 
Bitbha^'apattona as conjectured by General Cunningham. The twelve gold 
objects referred to above possess a peculiar interest on account of their fine 
execution and antiquity as a few of them are undoubtedly as ancient as the early 
Maury a period. 

Another important collection of 128 objects pnrehased by Pandit Hiraiianda 
of the Archaeological Department in 1907-8 was presented to the Museum by the 
Superintendent, Hindu and Buddiiist Monuments, Eorthem Circle, Lahore. ThcBe 
objects include terra-cotta figurines, beads, dre.f 

The excavations carried out at Kasia in the cold weather of 1010-11 by 
Pandit Hiranaiida contributed 12 boxes of pottery, bricks and scalings, a stone 
tub and a copper pot ^agar). The last-mentiooDd antiquity w.'vs found in the 
large stupa near the Kirvana temple at a depth of 14 feet below its existing top 
and is ton inches in height. The contents of this vessel consisted of sand, burnt

On the upper story of the Museum building a piotuio gallery has been started 
where paintings of historical subjects and photographs of tho w'olbhnown 
monuments of the country are being exhibited cm double-faced glazed stands with 
suitable labels attached to them.

Out of these nine were purchased from the Museum fund and the rest were 
Ap^diootS. ana pj^g^Q^gd to the Museum by the institutions and individuals as detailed in the 

appendices below. ^ < 

5. Archaeoli>gi/.'^To the Archaeologioal Section several mteresting antiquities 
have been added. Of these the foremost is the Mankuwar* statue which is a very, 
perfect representation of Buddha of an unusual type and on account of its 
peculiarities has been regarded as a notable example of the fifth century sculpture. 
On the pedestal of it there is an inscription which records that it was installed in 
the year 129 (-A. D. 448-49) during the reign of Kumaragupfea. Another 
important addition is the statue {hb, 3**^ width across shoulders 2' 10^ i head 
missing) of the Buddha standing in the attitude of imparting protection (Skr. 
ahJiayaittudrii) with a figurine of Maitreya, the future Buddha, between bis 
feet. It ia not dated bat on account of style belongs to the Gupta period. 

The Archaeoloigicai Department contributed two boxes of clay seals and 
eeallngs, three boxes of terra-cotta figures, two boxes of pottery, eight boxes of 
carved bricks and one box of minor antiquities which were exhumed by Pandit 
Htrananda Shastri during bis explorations of the ancient aiteof Kasia in the 
Gorakhpur district carried on in the year 1911*12. Among the sealings there 
are some which bear the name of MuMpaTinirvana or the ^‘Great Decea^ ” and 
have a distinct bearing on the great topographical question of the identification 
of Kaeia with the ancient Kutanagara for they must be ascribed to the place 
where they were discovered. Among the terra-cottas a large figure, evidently of * 
a female deity, requires particular notice. Its upper portion is missing but the 
attending figurines are very lifelike and skillfully exeouted. On account of the 
style it can be relegated to the Kushaija period. The bricks, too, are ver y remark* 
able on aocoiunt of their carving of different designs. 

A set of brasses, evidently of LamaiBtic cult, incidentally unearthed at Sabeth, 
the site of the ancient JStavamtf is a valuable addition of this year. It has rather 
formed a nucleus for the collection of brass antiquities in the Museum. Two 
of these brass images may bo noticed in passing, namely, the figimne of Taru “ the 
Saviouiess " or Goddess of Mercy and of the Buddha sitting in the aantno-ntme 
senf ( Skr. va^Taiaiia ) at the time of Enlightenment. Both are gilt and embossed 
at the back with a seal giving the Buddhist creed in the 8th century characters. 
These have been multiplied by purchase of five images, described in the Appendix, 
D which though not very old are undoubtedly of exquisite workmanship. 

Finally the magnificent sculpture from Dudhai in Lalitpnr Subdivision 
of the Jbansi district which represents Yishnu in his Boar Incarnation 
and belongs to about the 12th century is to he mentioned under this section. It 
was secured by the Curator through the District Magistrate and has been eet -up 
in the Bmhnmnical roont. 

6. The copperTplato mscription of Govindachandijadeva 

is the only document that has been added to the Epigraphical collection in the 
Museum tluB year. It is Lnsciribcd on two plabca each engraved on one aide only. 
Plate A measures broad by 10|^ high while plate B measures 14|*^ bre^ by 
10|" high. Both the plates were originally fastened by a, circular riog which is 
now attached to the latter only as a small piece has broken off from the ring hole of 
the former. The seal is of the usual Gabadavlb type. 

The inscription is written in ^nskrit language and Devattagari script. It 
records that on Tuesday the eighth day of the bright half of Jyekhtfaa of'the 
Vikrama year 11*16 ( = A. D. Ii20) after bathing in the Ganges at the Village of 
MamdalijLof Alamvimhapura, King Govindachandrodeva gave the village of Koijiva- 
^igrama in the Alitp&paitalU to a Brahman named TultaiehoAarmaTi,

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These plates were accidently unearthed in a field midway between the 
-villages of Don and Maihiyd near Mairwa» a railway station on the Bengal and 
North-Western Eailway. Tho Maharaja of Majhauli in whose territory they 
were found made them over to the Museum for safe custody. 

7, mniismaUcs—During the year under review 150 coins have_ beed 
added to the Museum collection. Of these 107 were unearthed at Saheth Maheth 
&iid prGaeiitod to tbB Museum by the DirectOT-GeuBfXiil of Archaeology, four were 
purchased locally and the rest were presented by administrations and iustitutioriB 
named below {Appendix B). The gold coins are IG in number. One of them is of 
Gangeyadeva Kalachuri of Chedi (cir.

Sixteen coins of different rulers were supplied free of charge to the Principal, 
Higher Grade Training College, Allabibad, together with a set of phot^ and 
iaked impressions of some inscriptions lor the historical Museum atmehed to 
the institution. Pifty-two duplicate coins of the aggregate value of Bs. 62-G-O 
were sold to the public daring the year and the proceeds credited to Government. 

8. JVaiwmi I£istory\^Oi the five rooms allotted to Natural History three 
were fitted last year. The remaining two rooms were furnished with wall cases 
in which birds and mammals have been exhibited during the year under report 
together with labels giving the scientific names and other particulars of each 
Bpooimen in English, it is proposed to add Hindi and Drdn labels as well so 
that the general public may also be able to understand the exMbits.

10. Lii^ra-ry,—During the year nnder report only 22^ books besides Journals 
were added to the Beference Library maintained in tho Museum. The 
authorities of the Public Library have not yet been able to retransfer a number 
of books on .^ohaeology and kindred anbjecte nor has it been poasible to add the 
back numbers of the journals of the Royal and Bengal Asiatic Societies. Unl^s 
up-to-date books connected with the subjects forming the scope of the 
Museum arc available for ready reference work has to suffer, but it is hoped that 

this desideratum will be removed ere long. . a l 

11. yiri(!or^.-“Tho M uspium excepting the rooms mentioned above was 
thrown open on 22nd April 1912. Since that date tho total number of visitors 
registered by turnstile was 91,010 including 451 parda nashin ladies for whom 
special arrangement is made on the 15th day of each month. This number is not 
so large as it was in the previous years, but remembering that the Museum is now

an educational mstitntion and no morn a * wonder house’ or a place of recreation 
it is fairly significant of the attitude which the public has shown towards it. 
Taste has to ^ educated. People are only hennaing to appreciate the value and 
nob a few visitors will be seen every day studying the labels and drawing whatever 
conclusious or inferences they can regarding the past. 

12. Fina^icss .—The receipts from all sources amount to Bs. 539 and the 
expenditure to Es. 14,042. The net cost to Govemmeat of maintaining the 
Museum during the year amounts to Es. 13,503. 

13. Sdmdth MiMeKw*.—The Archaeological Museum at Sdrnith near 
Benares was inspected by the Curator three times during the year in Ms Honorary 
capacity. Two visits were paid in order to compare the descriptions of some of the 
exmbits given in the catalogue of the Museum which is expected to appear very 
soon and one to have the e:^bits thoroughly cleaned. 

14. Genera/,—Throughout the year the Curator was on tour for 28 days. 
He visited the Fyzabad Museum in order to select antiquities which could be 
acquired by exebange. In the Xialitpur tahsil of the ifhansi district he selected 
some very fine Jatna and Hindu sculptures and would have secured them for the 
Museum, but for the objections raised by the local Jainaa. This tract abounds in 
good sculptures lying scattered in countless numbers in the jungle which owing to 
the religiouB susceptibility of the people have to be left to tbeir fate and cannot 
escape disfigurement and ultimately being lost to scientific world. 

The Curator has contributed an article to the Indian Antiquary on the 
prehistoric implementa found in northern India. In it he has described the 
specimena which were lately added to the Museum along with others which came 
to his knowledge. This note aupplements Mr. V. A. Smith's article on the 
subject and brings the information about it up-to-date.

The Piotiuro Gallery has now been arranged and will be thrown open to the publio 
very shortly. Labels giving Hindi and Urdu naracB* bo far as they could be 
ascertained, have been prepared and attached to the birds and mammals exhibited 
in the Natural History Section of the Museum. These, like the labels in th« 
Archaeological Section, are highly appreciated by visitors. 

With a view to popnlanso the Museum Pandit Hirananda Shastri, the 
Curator, delivered two leeturos, one on the recent discoveries made by the 
Archaeological Department in Upper India and the other on the sculptured life of 
Gautama Buddha. He also lectured on the Atoka inscriptionB and the ancient 
history of India to a student (Mr. Kali Charan Chat ter |i)^ who bad taken his 
degree at the Ailababad University and intended to sp^ialize in ancient Indian 
history. This was done in accordance with the resolutions passed last year by 
the Conuuittee with a view to make the Museum an educational institation. It 
is hoped that a regular course of lectures will he started next winter.

G. Archaeoloffij—HhB ^chaeological collection in the Museum has been 
increased by a few LDtercsbing images in stone and metal. A detailed list of these 
is appended to the report. Of these tho bust of a colossal male and a standing 
female figure in stone appear to be the oldest. The one probably represents 
some FaMa and resembles the Parkham statue in the Mathura Museum.^* It 
has a high and heavy tiara, heavy ear-rings, a double necklace, and a torque. 
The right hand, which is ornamented with four plain bracelets and ia raised to 
the shouldcm, holds an indistinct and coneb-shaped (?) object. The left hand 
is broken. The figure has armlets which resemble those on the Mathura 
sculptures in Bharhut stylo,® It came from Palwal in thcGurgaon district which 
has been identified with Apelava of the Mahabhurata. .The other, as is shown 
by tho moriices on the sides, is a railing pillar in red sand-Btone with the figure of 
a female playing the I'irtd or the Indian lyre probably representing a daughter of 
Miira.* The treatment of the drapery and the heavy ear-rings and anklets are 
very similar to those of the railing figures of Mathurit and the statue is apparently 
a very early work. It comes from the Gnrgaon district.® The other sculptures 
acquired during the year are comparatively later in origin probably belonging to 
tho mediaeval period. Tl^ee of these are Jina figures'^ one representing 
Neminatha and the other ParkvanStha as is shown by their respective character¬ 
istics {ehihmi) of conch (^aiildta) symbol and the canopy of a seven-hooded 
serpent; the third being a standing nude Jina without a symbol. The image of 
Partvanittha is accompanied by the attendant Yakslm and y^akshiifi, namely, 
Dharaijcndra and Padmavatt though both have only two arms. Of the seven 
images wrought in metal the one representing Rishabhanatha is the oldest. It has 
a short votive inscription written in Sanskrit and Dcvanagarl characters at the 
bock of tho pedest^ which ia dated in Samvat 1216 (A. D, 1159) Aahadba bo, 9, 
The rest are mostly of the Lomaistic cult and are detailed in Appendix D 

7. The coin cabinet of the Museum haa been enriched by 

681 specimens dunng the year, Bxcepting a few vrbicb were purchased they

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Appendix B, Of these 46 are gold^eins. The most important coin in this lob 
which regoirea a special mention ia the Abvam^dha coin of Samudragnpta.^ The 
legend on its obTerse is comparatiTcly much better preserved. Comparing it 
with a far superior specimen in poesession of a local dealer. Pandit Hirananda 
Sbastri has been able to read the legend as; 

Rdjadhirdjah prithivtm vijitvdC^ j 
divafh Jayaijfdhrtavdjiititidlia^. 

*' The sovereign having subdued the earth conquers heaven (as) the 
performer of the horse-sacrifice,*' This legend forms a complete half of an Upajati 
metre the first pdda being in the Indravtyr^ and the aecond in the 
metre and by far goes to support the view that the legends on the Gupta coins are 
written in Sanskrit veree.^ 

Of the rest one is of Chandragupta I; one of Kaeha; 16 are of Samndragupta, 
two being struck in the Atvamedha, 12 in the Javelin and one in tlie Battle-axe 
* type ; 2 are of Chandragupta II, one is a Venetian Ducat; three are Vijayanagara 
coins, one having a two-headed eagle tearing elephants with beak and claws on 
one side and nothing on the other j three are Chand^l coins of Sallakshana Vannan, 
Mahipila and Kfrttivarman; one of GbiyAsuddin Tu^laq (A, H. 721) ; one of 
Huaain Shah of Jaunpur (A. H. 894); one of Muhammsd bin Hujnaynn of 
Kulburga, and seven are of the kings of Gujarat and Maiwa, namely MuzaSef, 
‘Muhammad bin Muhammad I and Gh ivag Bbab and two are of Akbar. The rest 
are of non*Indian origin being struck at Constantinople or higypt. 

Out of the silver coins 69 are punch -marked and of various designs ; one of 
Appollodotas of elephant and bull type j one of Menander and three are Parthian 
coins. The rest are all Muhammadan. Porty-four are of Akbar, 16 of Jahangir 
n of Shah Jahan, 80 of Aurangzeb, 9 of Shah *Alam 1,1 of Jahandar Shah, 22 of 
Parrukhsiyar, 3 of Eafi-ud-darajat, 1 of Ibrahim, 21 _of Muhammad Shah; 4 of 
Ahmad Shah Bahadur, 3 of 'Alamgir II, IS of Shah ’AJarn II, 1 of Muhammad 
Akbar and 1 of the East India Company struck in the name of Shah Alam In 
this lot the Bang&Ia coin of Akbar is noteworthy. It is a good specimen and the 
legend on it ia fairly well preserved. ^ ^ ..l- i i. 

Of the Tomaiuing coins 25 are of the Sultans of Delhi. One of this mt, 
namely, the coin of Altnjnsh struck by Eafiya is^quite a rarity for the only other 
speciinen known ia in the cabinet of Mr. Nelson^Wrigbt, I.C.S. Ten com® are of 
the Bahmani dynasty of Kulburga, 8 of MuzaSar 11 and Mujti&mmad Shah of 
Gnjarit with one of Mu?afiaT III, 25 of the Sdrl dynasty, 2 of Shah and 

Muhammad Shah of Malwa, 6 of Ghiyaa-ud-din Bahadur Shah, Jala Shah and 
Daud Shah of Bengal, S of *Adil Shah of BijApur and one of Ttppu Sultan. 

The lot of bullion or copper caius added this year to the ^binet 

consists Chiefly of the coins of Akbar, Jahangir, Aurangzeb, and of the Sultans of 
Delhi. A few of these, however, are of Husain Bhiih of Jaunpor. 

To the collection of war medals one silver medal with four clasps and the 
following inscription has been added. 

3tl70 Sepoy Nadir Khan 30tJi B I Jnfy- ^ ^ 

During the year 31 duplicate coins of the value of Rs. 40 were presented to 
the Mysore Darbar and 24 of the aggregate value of Es. 23 were sold to the public 
and the sale-proceeds credited to Government, About IdO casta of coins were 
supplied to different scholars interested in Indian numismatology. .... 

8 Natural Ei$iory.—Thk section attracts a larger number of ftsitors. 
It has* been enriched by a collection of 1,362 birds eggs representing 2^5 
varieties, 16 birds and one head of a four-homed antelope. As was propos^ 
last year Hindi and Urdu labels, as far as the names in these languages could be 
ascertained, have been attached to the exhibits to ^able the public to understand 
the specimens. This step has added to the'popularity of the institution and made 
thr section more interesting. The romsining specimens will also he likewise 
ladled very soon. Out of the duplicates 10 birds have b^n supplied free of cost 
to St^llar/s Convent High School, Bamiiee, Nam. Tal. The sale pr^ frorn 
dtsL-ded specimens amounted to Rs. 12 which have been credited to Government 

Picfure Gallery.— T:hQ Picture Gallery has been set up m the uper 
storey of the main building. As yet 60 paintings and 141 photos have been 
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displayed there. The photos represent some? of the muKt important Gandhsra 
aculptures, the details of the famous Jaina sanctuaries on the Abu mountain, 

namely, the temples of Vimala and Tejahp^k and a few noted acnlptur^ of the 
United Provinces. The collection of paintings contains a few Bpecimens of 
meritorious nortrait work which elicited admiration of some experts at the 
Allahabad Exhibition held in 1910. There are S8 historical and religious or 
mythological portraits. Of the rest two are ethnographical and 30 of miscellaneoua 
atthjectsr The Gallery will soon be thrown open to the public and it is hoped will 
add to the popularity of the Museum. 

10. JStftTin^mpAicof Seciwm.—The Local Government having approved of 
the idea of starting an Ethnographical Section in the Museum the lines on which it 
was to be run were submitted with my letter no. 641, dated the 2nd September 
1913, and sanctioned in G* 0. no. 1349/XVIII—417, dated 24th idem. With the 
approval of the Government the Curator was deputed to Calcutta to study the 
Ethnographical court at the Indian Musemn, On return he drew out a scheme* 
f6r working the section and it is now under the consideration of the Committee. 
As the requisite money has been allotted by the Government steps will be taken 
next year to bring the Section into existence as soon as practicable. 

11. Library, —Seventy-cne books and catalogues and 76 numbers of Journals, 
Memoirs, and Bulletins, excluding departmental reports, &c., have been added to 
the Eeference Library attached to the Museum. The hack numbers of the 
Journal of the Eoyal Asiatic Society for the last 20 years have been procured at a 
comparatively cheap price and add^ to the library. 

12. Fmiujfa.— During the year under review His Honour the Lieutenant* 
Governor of these Provinces, Dr. Herman Jacobi of Bono and Dr. Cohn of Berlin 
and several other distinguished personages visited the Museum. The total 
number of visitors as registered by the turnstiJe was 101,909 and shows an 
increase of 11,350 over the 6gures of the past year. Out of these there were 
476 pardahnasMn ladies. From February, as has been already mentioned, each 
Friday has been reserved for students and the total number of students who came 
to the Museum on those days was ooly 129, the majority being of sohoohboys. 

13. Finances —The receipts of the Museum during the year amount to 
Es. 434 and expenditure to Hs. 16,433. The net cost to Government of 
maintaining the institution amdtmts to Bs. 16,999. 

14. G&in!Tal .—^The Curator was on tour for 46 days during the year. From 
lOtb to 12tb June 1913 ho visited Allahabad to select some ethnological ^ecimens 
which were lying there. In liis capacity of Honorary Curator ho visited the 
Samath Museum of Archaeology twice. On the drat qpcasion be had to re-arrange 
the sculptures which were disturbed by the contractors engaged in erectiug stands. 
On the second visit be had to set up and get repaired a few sculpture in accordance 
with the instructions given him by the Director-Generat of Archaeology in India. 
From the 2lBt December 1913 to the 4th January 1914 and 13th to ISth January 
1914 he had to go to Calcutta first to study the Ethnographical court and secondly 
to attend the Centenary of the Indian Museum. Ha wont to Muttra for four days 
in order to inspect the cast of the statue of Kanishka which has been prepared 
for this Museum. He could also find time to identify and list 24 coins for the 
F hay re Museum and revise part of his list of Monuments for the Arcbaeologicat 
Survey Office, Lahore.
